IN MEMORIAM 


CHRISTIANA STABLE’S JANE DUPONT LUNGER 
“SHOWED EVERYONE HOW 
THE GAME SHOULD BE PUYED” 


J ane duPonr Lunger, the 
Wilmington, Del., horse¬ 
woman whose Christiana 
Stables ranked among the great 
private breeding and racing 
operations of the last half-ccntu- 
r\’, died September 18. She was 
87. 

Mrs. Lunger reached the ulti¬ 
mate heights, and depths, of the 
sport with her homebred Go for 
Wand, who went nearly unde¬ 
feated with seven Grade 1 victo¬ 
ries before her catastrophic 
breakdown in the 1990 Breeders* 
Cup Distaff-Gl. 

Go for Wand, a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred trained by William 
Badgett, earned an Eclipse 
Award each season she raced, at 
2 and 3. 

Daily Racing lom columnist 
Joe Mirsch, himself an icon of 
the sport, drew upon his years of 
firsthand observation in paying 
tribute to Mrs. Lunger: “She 
sh(iwed everyone how the game 
should be played. She bred good 
horses, entrusted them to 
proven professionals, and then 
let those professionals do their 
job. She followed her horses 
closely, took care in selecting 
their names, traveled to root for 
them, and took great pleasure in 
their success.” 


Mrs. Lunger was a great- 
granddaughter of Alexis duPont, 
the last member of her branch 
of the family to be connected 
with the chemical company that 
bears the duPont name. She was 
a sixth-generation descendant of 
the duPont who immigrated 
from Prance in 1800, and 
became the father of the compa¬ 
ny founder. 

Mrs. 1 .Linger shared her love 
of racing with her late husband 
Harry Lunger, who died in 1976. 
y\n attorney, Mr. Lunger per¬ 
formed legal work for the Dela¬ 
ware legislature that was instru¬ 
mental in bringing parimutuel 
racing to the state. WLen Dela¬ 
ware Park opened in 1937, the 
f.ungers immediately purchased 
their first race horse. 

Although he had entered the 
twilight of his career when Go 
for Wand came along, Maryland- 
based Hall of Fame trainer 
Henry S. Clark was the man 
most associated with Christiana’s 
bounty of additional top-caliber 
runners. 

Prominent runners, almost 
exclusively homebreds, whom 
Clark trained for Christiana 
included linkage, winner of the 
1982 Blue Grass Stakes-Gl and 
runner-up in the Preakness;

Thinking Cap; Cyane, who won 
the 1961 Futurity Stakes and ’62 
Dw) er Handicap and went on to 
be an influential sire in this 
region; and the superb handicap 


mares (ibeah (Go for Wand’s 
dam) and Fmdine, each of whom 
won consecutive runnings of the 
Delaware Handicap, then the 
nation’s premier distaff event. 


NANCY BAYARD 

Nancy Bayard, a Greenville, Del., 
resident who bred and owned 
horses in Maryland for more 
than a half-century, died July 16. 

Mrs. Bayard was the widow 
of James A. Bayard, a prominent 
W'ilmington, Del., attorney who 
in the 1940s established Bohemia 
Manor farm in Chesapeake City, 
Md. The Bayards bred and/or 
raced numerous stakes winners, 
including Rex Imperator, Aspro, 
Cagey Cougar, Rolling Mill, 
C^herrybird and Dance Forth. 

Following her husband’s 
death in 1984, Mrs. Bayard con¬ 


tinued in the Thoroughbred 
business on a reduced scale, but 
managed to make her mark with 
several stakes winners, including 
Balotra and Calipha. 

In June 1994, the Thorough¬ 
bred Owners and Breeders 
Association (TOBA) saluted 
Mrs. Bayard as its “Owner of the 
Month,” based upon the accom¬ 
plishments of homebred Cali¬ 
pha, who that spring carried iMrs. 
Bayard’s colors to victory in 
three consecutive stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes- 
G2. Calipha was later named 
1994 Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old filly.

Mr. Smith had been recog¬ 
nized at Charles Town in late June 
with a race named in his honor 
and a special trophy presentation. 

A native of Havre de Grace, 
he began working at O’Sullivan 
Farms in the early 195()s, follow¬ 
ing a stint in the Army, and rose 
through the ranks from van driv¬ 
er to hotwalker to assistant train¬ 
er. In the early 196()s, he became 
the farm trainer, campaigning as 
many as 15 runners a year while 
also playing a major role in the 
breeding operation.

EDITORIAL by Timothy T. Capps 



Sept. 11 attacks 
challenge our 
country to 
rediscover itself 


UT liese are the times that 
I try men’s souls” wrote 
I firebrand political philo¬ 
sopher and pamphleteer 
Thomas Paine at a moment 
when the colonial struggle to 
push away from the British 
mother ship seemed imperiled. 

An unshakable belief in the 
notion that liberty, even if 
bought in blood, was preferable 
to subjugation to the whims of a 
foreign nation compelled the 
freedom fighters of the Ameri¬ 
can revolution to persevere. The 
uncertainties of sailing freely in 
uncharted waters were more 
appealing than the safe but 
restrained harbor of colonialism. 

Not much has changed in the 
two and a quarter centuries since 
Paine expressed his doubts 


about the future of the country 
or whether the country even had 
a future. Citizens of this land 
value the “blessings of liberty^” 
as much as they did at the birth 
of what sociologist Seymour 
Martin Lipset termed “the first 
new nation.” 

Or do they? 

The horrors of September 
11, 2001, will be forever etched 
in the minds of all Americans 
old enough to understand what 
their television screens displayed 
so graphically to a stunned audi¬ 
ence. These were not acts of war 
but, rather, deliberate criminal 
behavior, punishable only by an 
eye for an eye. Wars are the 
unfortunate province of nations; 
murders are the unforgivable 
acts of criminals. 


So, we are challenged as a 
people in a way not imagined by 
prior generations. Our home¬ 
land, always our refuge from the 
ugliness of the world, has been 
violated, our spirit wounded, our 
pride shaken. 

For much of our history we 
have proudly, sometimes boast¬ 
fully, carried the banners of the 
pluralistic society, a nation of 
tolerance and openness, with lib¬ 
erty and justice for all. We some¬ 
times contradicted ourselves and 
what we stood for, but always 
eventually rediscovered the path 
that began with our declaration 
of independence from British 
rule. 

In a sense, the American 
Revolution has never ended. 
Our climb toward the all-inclu¬ 
sive society is still unfinished, 
although the suspicion is that 
our founders would not have 
been unhappy with what they 
wrought. We are an ongoing 
contradiction, a benevolent 
superpower, proud of what we 
have and what we are, desirous 
of making the world a freer and 
safer place, yet unwilling to 
aggressively promote our values 
and standards. We are the St. 
Bernard of geopolitics, a some¬ 
times bumbling but friendly 
giant, at least in our own eyes. 

It is, therefore, difficult for us 
to understand why others would 
see us differently, why any per¬ 
son or group could come to hate 
us and our way of life so deeply 
that they would willfully, even 
joyously, murder thousands of 
our citizens and leave strong evi¬ 
dence that they wish to continue 
their crusade against us. 

With the Cold War comfort¬ 
ably behind us, we believed that, 
even if the world was still a dan¬ 
gerous place, our part of it was 
more secure than ever. 

We were warned about the 
increasing sophistication of ter¬ 
rorist groups, some of whom 
were outspoken in their denunci¬ 
ation of America and its influ¬ 
ence on world affairs. Indeed, we 
had witnessed attacks in recent 
years on American diplomatic or 
military installations in the 
Middle East, with promises of 
more to come, including threats 
against the American mainland. 


Any illusions about our inter¬ 
nal security were brutally swept 
aside by the shockingly calculat¬ 
ed attacks in New York and 
Washington on September 11. 
We watched with rage and help¬ 
lessness as the two World Trade 
Center towers collapsed, know¬ 
ing that this surely meant the 
loss of thousands of lives. 

We wondered, too, if there 
were more attacks imminent, 
even while our national leaders 
urged us to be resolute and uni¬ 
fied in dealing with this new 
threat to our lives and our liber¬ 
ties. Airports were shut down, 
security intensified around local, 
state and federal government 
buildings, military units placed 
on highest alert. 

We were, suddenly, a nation 
at war, but with whom? 

Saudi-born terrorist ring¬ 
leader Osama bin Laden, an 
avowed U.S. hater previously 
identified as the perpetrator of 
attacks on American targets in 
the Middle East, was immediate¬ 
ly suspected of masterminding 
the September 11 atrocities and 
evidence has continued to 
mount validating this belief 

Bush administration officials 
quickly and soberly told the 
nation that the batde against ter¬ 
rorism, which now must be 
fought, would be lengthy and 
complex, requiring unusual alli¬ 
ances, unparalleled international 
integration of military, intelli¬ 
gence and diplomatic resources, 
and—above all—perseverance 
perhaps not seen since the 
American Rev^olution, when 
colonists fought the British as if 
there were no alternative, 
because there wasn’t. 

Journalist Thomas Friedman, 
who covers the Middle FLast for 
the New York Times and has writ¬ 
ten thoughtfully and persuasive¬ 
ly about yVmerica’s role in the 
region, said in a CNN interview 
from Jerusalem on the night of 
the attacks, “This is the face of 
World War III.” 

Friedman could have added 
that this was the open declara¬ 
tion of World War III, the Pearl 
Harbor for the America of 2001.

way, as are intense efforts to 
strengthen security and intelli¬ 
gence gathering at home. 
September 11 was a wake-up 
call, and the American people 
are fully awake. 

At the same time we are 
declaring war on terrorism, our 
elected officials and business 
leaders are urging us to get on 
with our lives, to get back to 
retail stores and into restaurants 
and movie theaters, to climb on 
planes, go to resorts and amuse¬ 
ment parks. 

For a nation that is mourning 
its victims, angry at its antago¬ 
nists and jittery about the next 
stages of this conflict, getting 
back to business (and pleasure) 
is proving to be difficult. 

Horse racing, the nation’s 
first spectator sport, stepped 
offstage momentarily to respect 
the national mood, then quiedy 
resumed business. 

The Keeneland September 
yearling sale, biggest such auc¬ 
tion in the world, was already 
underway when the attacks took 
place, but suspended activity for 
one day and resumed in a 
somber, subdued atmosphere. 
Business held up surprisingly 
well, given the stresses of the 
moment, but the recently con¬ 
cluded Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
at Timonium may be a better 
barometer of the Thoroughbred 
market’s current uncertain state. 

There was already evidence 
of oversupply in the auction 
markets, despite the strength of 
the summer select sales, and it 
would have taken a brave (or 
foolhardy) soul to predict 
increased averages and medians. 


plus strong sell-through rates, 
even before September 11. 

The economic aftermath of 
the attacks was unsettling, with 
the stock market in virtual free 
fall while airlines and entertain¬ 
ment businesses began laying off 
thousands of employees and 
curtailing operations. Econo¬ 
mists are virtually unanimous in 
their belief that a country 
already teetering on the edge of 
recession is now almost certainly 
in one. 

The economic battering is 
sure to impact horse sales, stud 
fees and wagering handle in 
coming months, particularly if it 
becomes clear by the end of the 
year that we are truly in a reces¬ 
sionary environment. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
of Governors has already 
slashed the Federal Funds rate to 
the lowest levels in almost 40 
years. If adjusted for inflation, 
the Fed Funds rate is just about 
in minus territory, meaning the 
Fed is virtually giving money 
away to prospective borrowers. 

The coming months will tell 
us just how much the confidence 
level of business and consumer 
borrowers drives our economy. 
Theoretically, low interest rates 
attract business investment, 
which leads to added economic 
capacity, more jobs, greater dis¬ 
cretionary spending and sus¬ 
tained economic growth. 

Coming off the longest eco¬ 
nomic expansion in our history, 
we were certainly due for a slow¬ 
down, which we were already 
experiencing, or quite possibly a 
recession, officially two consecu¬ 
tive quarters of declining Gross 
Domestic Product. 


The reading on the confi¬ 
dence barometer is presently 
cloudy and cool. Commercial 
aircraft load factors (percentage 
of seats filled) are low, even with 
dramatically reduced schedules, 
and restaurants, movie theaters, 
amusement parks and other local 
entertainment venues are report¬ 
ing business well below both 
pre-attack and year-earlier levels. 

While some of this, at least 
the airline part, may reflect fear 
of further terrorist actions, most 
of the new American reticence 
to spend is likely grounded in 
concerns about the economy, 
about layoffs and loss of busi¬ 
ness, about the loss of wealth 
inherent in declining stock 
prices. 

Perhaps most troublesome, 
even frustrating, to all of us is 
that the four hijacked airplanes, 
and the mayhem that followed, 
have so profoundly disrupted 
our national life. The American 
mainland has not been attacked 
by a hostile foreign force in near¬ 
ly two centuries and never 
before in front of live television 
coverage. Terrorism is intended 
to panic and to paralyze, and at 
the least on the latter score it has 
partially succeeded. America is 
back at work and play, but with 
at least one eye and one ear, not 
to mention heart and soul, else¬ 
where. 

Trainers and farm managers 
are still going about their daily 
routines, for horses are impervi¬ 
ous to the lunatics of the world; 
they still have to be fed, watered, 
groomed and exercised. Races 
are being run, buyers are being 
solicited, matings are being 
planned. 

It is business as usual, but not 
really. We are aU now acutely 


conscious of the larger world 
around us, aware of how trivial 
the things we do and fret about 
can suddenly become. 

We have recently learned 
more about Afghanistan than we 
thought was knowable, and 
about Islamic ideas and view¬ 
points, and not just those of 
criminals who kill in the name of 
religion. We are learning some¬ 
thing about the world of the 
have-nots, and that is not a bad 
thing, even if it took the most 
evil of acts to get our attention. 

As a society we grew com¬ 
fortable in a cocoon of prosper¬ 
ity and security unrivaled in our 
own history or that of any other 
nation-state. We came to value 
our possessions and our lifestyle 
so much that we decided risk 
was a four-letter word belonging 
to others. Military or other 
national service was eschewed; 
our international interests could 
be protected by shows of force 
and an occasional “surgical” air 
attack. 

The serenity of the ’90s is 
over, but life is not. The test 
before us in pursuing our 
careers, personal lives, and 
national agenda is one of charac¬ 
ter, personal and collective. 

The Americans of Tom 
Paine’s generation understood 
that failure to accomplish their 
mission would be a failure for 
the idea of universal freedom. 

What was true in 1776 is true 
in 2001. The freer, safer world 
that lets us indulge our interests 
and passions will be maintained 
and adv^anced by our resolve and 
courage in the face of outra¬ 
geous adversity’. 

I, for one, am betting that 
today’s Americans have what it 
takes to do what it takes. ♦ 
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Sire of successful sires END SWEEP, 
TWINING, GOLD CASE, EDITOR’S NOTE, etc.

Russian tour 
opens new world for 
Maryland horsepeople 


A trip that ■ 
began M 
with few 
expectations 
ended with 
lifelong 
memories 
and 

education 
about people, 
horses and 
myself.

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E leven Marylanders visited 
Russia from August 30 
through September 9, 
reciprocating a visit here by a 
five-person Russian delegation 
during Preakness week. The 
Maryland group spent three to 
four days each in Moscow, 
Krasnodar and St. Petersburg 
touring several breeding/train¬ 
ing farms as well as race tracks. 
In addition, there were several 
meetings with Russian business¬ 
men and politicians anxious to 
conduct trade. 

Leading the Maryland dele¬ 
gation was the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture’s 
Secretary Hagner Mister, assist¬ 
ed by specialist Nancy Wallace. 
Errol Small, MDA’s internation¬ 
al marketing director, planned 
and directed all stages of the 
group visits, but for medical 
reasons could not see the results 
of his work during the Russian 
phase. Judith Robinson Esq., of 
Business Information Services 
Newly Independent States (BIS- 
NIS), U.S. Department of 
Commerce, was one of the driv¬ 
ing forces behind the Russian 
visit, combining her love of 
horses and her work in U.S.- 
Russian business development. 

The horsemen and women 
on the trip included 


Thoroughbred breeders Ron 
and Carolyn Green, owners of 
Green Willow Farms; Mike 
Pons, Country Life Farm; Dr. 
William Solomon, owner of 
both Standardbreds and 
Thoroughbreds at his Pin Gak 
Lane Farms in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania; and leading 
Standardbred owner joe 
Thomson, who years ago pur¬ 
chased the former site of the 
Windfields Farm training divi¬ 
sion, which he operates as 
Winbak Farm. Also on the trip 
were the CEG of Rosecroft 
Raceway, Tom Chuckas, as well 
as dressage horseman Gene 
Freeze and trainer/bloodstock 
agent Dennis Potts. 

“This was a rewarding and 
eye-opening adventure that 
already is producing valuable 
results for the horse industries 
in Russia and Maryland,” said 
MDA Secretary Mister. “The 
opportunity to mutually benefit 
from an ongoing relationship 
among our respective horse 
breeders and trainers is enor¬ 
mous.” 

Maryland and Russian pri¬ 
vate groups were the keys to 
success: Myriam Norris, of the 
Maryland Sister States Program, 
planned and executed the 


remarkable St. Petersburg seg¬ 
ment of the journey and joined 
the group there. Tim Capps of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association had been working 
with BISNIS on a Russian- 
Maryland horse breeders pro¬ 
gram as far back as 1997, but 
could not accompany the group 
because of his responsibilities 
with the Maryland Million. 

The Moscow and Krasnodar 
programs were planned and 
organized by Alexander 
Timehenko, director general of 
the Russian Horse Breeders 
Association, and Vladimir 
Krasnobrizhiy, director general 
of Russia’s famous Voskhod 
Stud, working with Robinson in 
Washington and Moscow. A 12- 
day road trip with a group of 
this size provided both pro¬ 
gramming and logistic chal¬ 
lenges. All members of the 
group returned safely and are 
grateful for the hard work of 
these groups, the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture and 
BISNIS. 

For most of the delegation, 
this was our first visit to Russia. 
With little time to prepare, we 
had few expectations of what 
was in store for us. In diary for¬ 
mat I have described some of 
the highlights of the trip. 
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Day 1 (August 30) 

After a long plane ride 
(approximately ten hours) we 
arrive at Moscow Airport about 
5 a.m. E.S.T. or 1 p.m. Moscow 
time. (Moscow is eight hours 
ahead of Eastern Standard 
Time.) We loaded up our bags 
into two vans heading to the 
Moscow Sheraton Hotel 
located downtown, about a 30- 
minute drive away. 

Most of the group checked 
in, freshened up and met the 
van for a tour of the Russian 
Horse Museum. I missed the 
van by only a few minutes and 
dejectedly went back to my 
room. A few minutes later the 
telephone rang and it was a call 
(which I had anticipated) from 
Viktor Gergel, father-in-law of 
a longtime grade school friend, 
Mark O’Neill. Mark had asked 
me to hand deliver some books, 
notably a photo album which 
had been painstakingly 
translated from English to the 
Russian Cyrillic by his wife 
Anja. They are expecting their 
first child this fall and the 
books were gifts to the 
grandparents. 

Viktor is a physics professor 
at the University of Moscow 
and is part of a team of 
scientists that developed at least 
ten Russian patents. We met in 
the hotel lobby and began a 
tour of Moscow—taking the 
metro to Red Square to see the 
Kremlin. Viktor was born in 
Moscow during World War II 
(the great Patriotic War) in 1943. 
Between his limited English 
(perhaps 400 to 500 words) and 
my zero knowledge of Russian, 

I didn’t think we would have 
much to talk about. However, 
we communicated by voice, 
hands and laughter very well for 
the two-hour tour. 

We walked the entire 
perimeter of the Kremlin 
through Red Square along the 
Moscow River back to where 
we started. Viktor spoke of 
walls inside the Kremlin that 


were built more than 1,000 
years ago. The onion-shaped 
domes of the Russian Ortho¬ 
dox churches date back more 
than 500 years. His knowledge 
of Russian history dwarfed 
mine of the United States. 


Upon our return to the 
hotel, we met the group and 
dined at One Red Square, 
located in the arch-recesses of 
the Russian History Museum, 
with Viktor seated at the head 
of the table. Finally, we called it 


a night and headed back to the 
hotel where a good night’s sleep 
awaited us. 

As I drifted off to sleep, all 
all 1 could see in my mind’s eye 
were the hundreds of different 
Russian faces—from the metro 
and city—that were indelibly 
printed there. The metro, built 
during the 1930s, would have 
been a bomb shelter for 
Moscow citizens during World 
War 11 had that been necessary. 
The stations are done in marble 
with statues, mosaics, murals 
and various kinds of 
chandeliers to proclaim to the 
world the new Soviet state. This 
was going to be a trip of a 
lifetime. 

Day 2 (August 31) 

Our tour begins in earnest 
as we head outside of town to 
the Moscow Stud Farm 
Number 1, where we saw 
several breeds of horses that 1 
had never seen before. An agri¬ 
business company, Akron, has 
an interest in the stud farm and 
is planning a major horse park 
on the order of the Kentucky 
Horse Park. After seeing several 
horses train, we watched a 
three-horse team of Orlov 
trotters pull a troika at fairly 
good speeds around the ring. 
The Orlov horses, very often 
grays, are a breed developed in 
the 1700s by Russian FLmpress 
Catharine the Great’s lover 
Count Orlov; their high knee 
action helped them avoid the 
mud on the old Russian roads. 
Several of the Americans 
climbed aboard and the wagon 
kicked up the dust as they rode 
around. We were impressed by 
the show and then toured the 
stables. The architecture and 
maintenance resembled Bowie 
race course. 

During the drive we passed 
countless Soviet-style apartment 
houses where most of the 
Moscow residents live. The 
buildings are prefabricated and 
austere but are home to 
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hundreds of thousands of 
people. In the country, we saw 
several new custom homes 
being built behind walled 
subdivisions. Our guide told us 
that those homes belong to the 
“new” Russians, who can afford 
the high cost of a priv^ate home. 

We returned to Moscow and 
the group consisting of Ron 
and Carolyn Green, Tom 
Chuckas, an interpreter and me 
stopped off at Red Square, and 
the Kremlin—ancient market 
and home of the early tsars, 
including Ivan the Terrible and 
others right down to Peter the 
Great, who hated the place and 
built a new home, the city of 
St. Petersburg. He hanged his 
enemies first though—in rows 
on Red Square. 

The Square’s squat red and 
black marble mausoleum used 
to house the preserved bodies 
of Lenin and Stalin, but its 
great moment in history came 
during the great parade of 
returning Russian soldiers to 
Moscow. With bitter memories 
of 22 million Russian dead, 
they strode up to the 
mausoleum, where Stalin and 
company watched, and threw 
down standard after standard of 
captured Nazi eagles in a 
broken heap. Inside the walled 
Kremlin, we spent several hours 
marveling at the ancient 
churches and how they have 
withstood the turbulence over 
the years. 

Shordy after returning to the 
hotel I met Viktor, who invited 
me to dinner at his apartment. 
We stopped on the way to buy 
the famous Russian lacquer 
boxes, with the fairytale scenes 
first painted by monks who 
could no longer paint icons 
during Soviet times. For the 
first time in my life a sales 
woman kept the shop open 
after hours for me. The look on 
her face was priceless, after I 
made her day profitable. I 
struggled to carry boxes, amber 
jewelry, and carved toys for the 
kids with me to dinner. 


Viktor and I met his wife 
Larisa at their apartment. I 
could smell dinner cooking as I 
walked into their home, noticing 
the 14-foot-high ceilings of the 
monument-like. Stalinist era 
building where the two of them 
have lived since 1963. The table 
in the dining room was covered 


with dishes of food, including a 
large bowl of Russian caviar, a 
feast that I later realized 
represented several weeks’ 
salary for Viktor. 

I served myself fresh 
tomatoes, homemade bread, 
cheese, Russian potato salad and 
pirohki, a cabbage pie that 


tasted like quiche. Viktor took 
one of the Russian “shaped” 
dinner rolls, smeared it with 
butter, and spooned a huge 
dollop of caviar on top. True to 
my Irish Catholic heritage, 1 
cleaned my plate and closed my 
eyes in triumph, wiping my 
brow. Alas, when I reopened 
my eyes I saw that my plate was 
full again with mammoth 
helpings of Russian delicacies. I 
nearly cried. It was the first of 
many such events in Russia. 
Viktor then asked me how I 
liked the “appetizers.” I told 
him that I needed some fresh 
air before the next course. 

We walked to a beautiful 
church with a 10-foot-high 
stucco-covered wall. Viktor said 
it had been used as a 
Communist prison. Viktor took 
me to a bridge across the 
Moscow River—there was old 
and new Moscow, lit up and 
decorated for the next day’s 
“Moscow Day” festivities, all 
reflected in the dark water, 
broken only by the lights of the 
passing boats. We finished the 
evening with a narrow escape, 
actually running with traffic, 
leaping from lane to lane, 
causing horns, shouts and 
shaking fists as we crossed a 
wild four-lane highway, landed 
in a ditch and proceeded on 
home arm in arm. 

1 will always remember the 
sight of the Kremlin gold 
domes and ruby stars reflected 
in the river on this moonlit 
night, as well as our dash 
through Moscow traffic. 

Day 3 (September 1) 

Moscow Day. We left the 
hotel this morning amid all the 
excitement of a big-city holiday 
to tour The Sokolniki 
equestrian center about an hour 
outside of town. We saw 
several attractive horses and 
riders, but one of the highlights 
was watching Hagner Mister 
ride a Russian pony with his 
feet dragging the ground. 
Ringling Brothers Circus would 
have been proud. Sokolniki, like 
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so many of the farms and 
centers we saw, is now 
supported by private business. 

Our host was the Russian 
one always imagines, with 
shaven head and short, 
powerful build, and double- 
breasted, gold-buttoned blue 
blazer. No mere image, this, for 
he is the powerful owner not 
just of the Equestrian Center, 
but of the construction 
company that rebuilt from the 
ground up Mayor Luzhkov’s 
fabulous Cathedral of Christ 
the Savior, originally built to 
honor Napoleon’s departure in 
defeat from Moscow. The 
church was dynamited in the 
1930s by order of Stalin, and 
some of the original marble 
lines several of the stations in 
the Moscow Metro. 

Our host gave us a feast, the 
first of many Russian 
ceremonial lunches, this one 
beginning at about 10:45 a.m. 
with toasts of vodka and plenty 
of good food. “Bottoms up!” 
he tells us (through the 
interpreter), and I am looking 
frantically for bottled water to 
no avail. We each left with a 
medal made of the same gold- 
titanium material that covers his 
new cathedral’s magnificent 
dome. 

Upon returning to Moscow, 
most of us started down 
Moscow’s main Tverskaya 
Street toward Red Square and 
the Moscow Day festivities. In 
the middle of the music, the 
cheering crowd, we watched 
pass a parade of marching 
soldiers, policemen and even 
firemen—they all were awarded 
trophies by the Moscow City 
fathers. 

To avoid the crowds and 
keep heading downtown, Judith 
Robinson and I headed for the 
side streets, visiting on the way 
an ancient Russian Orthodox 
Church tucked away behind the 
18th century building of 
Moscow University. The little 
church shelters nearly 80 icons, 
most with great historical and 
religious meaning and brought 


here for shelter during the 
Soviet era. The most famous is 
the icon of the Iberian Virgin, 
which used to hang in the small 
chapel between the old gates to 
Red Square (also destroyed and 
now rebuilt). People remrning 
home to Moscow used to come 
to the chapel to pay their 
respects to the Iberian Virgin 
and give thanks for a safe trip. 

By the time we arrived 
downtown, the crowd was 
unbelievable. Waves of people 
washed toward us down 
Tverskaya Street—250,000 or 
more at a guess—and there was 
no public transportation, except 


horses. We rented them from 
two schoolgirls, and on up the 
street we rode above the 
crowds, to the delight of the 
girls and passersby. Past a 
booming rock band, through a 
minor detour downstairs 
through a small park and 
through a sidewalk cafe, then in 
between cars—1 never thought 
this Maryland country boy 
would be riding down Moscow’s 
Fifth Avenue. 

That evening we went to a 
dressage show located in a 
soccer stadium. The cheering 
sounded like a high school 
football game. \XTien a rider 


successfully completed the 
course the crowd roared in 
approval. On the way back, 
Moscow’s skies exploded in a 
glorious salute of fireworks. 

Day 4 (September 2) 

Hi-ho Hippodrome. Today 
we left the hotel early to tour 
the Moscow Hippodrome and 
the horses stabled there. 

Among the 20 or so 
Thoroughbred, Standardbred 
and Arabian horses whom we 
saw was Bor (by Observation 
Post-Ire, a Mill Reef grandson), 
the 2001 Russian Derby winner. 

I liked him physically and 
thought that he would be a 
Grade 3-caliber horse in the 
U.S. We also saw the Russian 
Oaks winner, and she was 
perhaps the best horse on the 
grounds. She caught the eye of 
Ron and Carolyn Green, who 
felt that she would be a fine 
addition to a broodmare band. 

We hustled over to the first 
race, approaching a grandstand 
that reminded me of Del Mar 
and Timonium wrapped into 
one. Most of the Hippodrome 
is open-air, with large stucco 
columns and a metal roof Our 
hosts walked us through the 
front doors and I was 
impressed by the decor of 
hardwood floors, Turkish rugs 
and chandeliers. We were 
escorted into a room with a 
buffet table and a nearby porch 
which provided an excellent 
view of the races. 

Through the services of our 
interpreter I placed a few 
wagers. There were only four 
choices—an exacta box, 
double, triple and quinella (but 
no win-place-show bets). My 
handicapping skills are 
internationally poor as most of 
my selections ran up the track. 

The track surface was deep 
and the jockeys rode the horses 
along the outside rail down the 
stretch. The Russian fans were 
as enthusiastic and vocal as 
racing fans anywhere. To 
anyone who likes the race track, 
this place felt like home. 
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That night, we flew to 
Krasnodar. Alexander 
Timchenko, who had been our 
mentor and host in Moscow— 
our “Russian father,” went with 
us. ( )ur Krasnodar region host 
Vladimir Krasnobrizhiy traveled 
300 kilometers into town just to 
meet us, and left his chief horse 
breeder Telman Mamedov, who 
is very well 

known—famous—in the 
Russian horse world, to 
accompany us. It was a balmy, 
breezy night—true Krasnodar 
weather—and our welcoming 
was as warm. 

Day 5 (September 3) 

Bright and early, Alexander 
and Telman and two drivers 
took us across the Krasnodar 
farmland and legendary Kuban 
steppe to Krasnoarmeisky 
Farm near the Kuban River. 

The dark chocolate-colored soil 
is some of the world’s richest, 
and reminded me of Iowa 
farmland; 1 was told that it is 
eight to nine-feet deep in most 
places. Telman said that during 
World War II the German 
Army shipped trainloads of the 
soil back home. There are eight 
huge farms ranging in size from 
18,()()() to 35,000 acres, and 
numerous smaller ones. In the 
hay fields, I had expected to see 
hundreds of men armed with 
sickles and workhorses; instead 
there were Russian-made 
tractors making round bales 
and hauling them away. 

After about an hour and a 
half, Telman had the driver park 
the van on some farmland 
alongside the highway. From 
the trunk of the car came a 
tablecloth and two huge 
watermelons, cheese, grapes, 
bread, bottled water, vodka and 
cognac, all of it, even the 
cognac, grown and produced at 
Voskhod Stud, which we visited 
the next day. Two or three 
toasts, and then we dined on 
some of the best watermelon 
and grapes we ever tasted. 

The group was surprised to 
see huge fields of rice along the 



road, with the plants nearly 
doubled over from the weight 
of the ripening crop. When we 
arrived at the farm offices of 
Krasnoarmeisky (Maistrenko) 
Farm, we were told that this is 
the northernmost latitude in the 
world for growing rice on this 
scale. In the farm’s museum, we 
saw photographs from the 
1920s and ’30s showing the 
workers hand-digging all the 
canals. The director said that 
the farm plans to sell its rice 
internationally within a few 
years. 

The scale of operation here 
was mind-boggling. The farm is 
a collective with 650 employees 
in 14 divisions, including a dairy.

mill, bakery, school and 
hospital, as well as 250 horses, 
2,000 dairy cows, 4,000 pigs and 
2,500 beef catde; it feeds its 
own people and animals, and 
sells the crops and the 
processed food. Profits are 
divided among the collective 
members and their families after 
taxes are paid to the region and 
country. The agricultural land is 
owned by the government in 
accordance with current law, but 
the farm receives no services 
and pays taxes as well. 

We enjoyed a stallion 
showing with special seating 
arranged in a breeding shed for 
our visit. Among the horses 
shown was a handsome unraced 


Danzig stallion who was a gift 
from Sheikh Maktoum in 
exchange for an Akhaltek 
horse, which is one of his 
favorites. The Akhalteks were 
' bred to travel long distances in 
the desert with very litde water. 
Telman and Alexander told me 
that they regularly attend the 
Dubai World Cup as guests of 
the Sheikhs. The horses were in 
excellent condition. The 
director is very proud also of 
an equestrian school that he has 
started, and the pupils put on a 
show of their horsemanship for 
us. Perhaps they will be the next 
generation of Russian 
Olympians. 

On our drive back to town, 
we stopped at the Krasnodar 
Hippodrome, which was 
scheduled to race in a few days. 
Although not as fancy as the 
Moscow Hippodrome, it had 
seating for 5,000 people and 
reminded me of the 
grandstands on the old county 
fair circuit in Maryland. The 
track surface was the same dark 
brown soil that we saw on the 
collectives. All it needed was a 
good harrowing and it was 
ready for the races. 

We toured the private stable 
of Ivan Ivanovich, an 
entrepreneur living in 
Krasnodar. He showed us his 
racing stable as well as a 
collection of Akhalteks and 
some Russian-bred horses. One 
of his trainers sent a handsome 
bay over the jumps with a lunge 
line on him. The horse could 
have been barrel racing as he 
cut a sharp corner, narrowly 
missing us. We saw several 
others perform the same 
routine. Ivan was justifiably 
proud of his horses. 

Following the show Ivan, 
Telman and Alexander took us 
to a nearby restaurant. Walking 
by the kitchen, 1 saw the cook 
standing by a wood-fired oven 
wearing only a pair of shorts 
and sandals. During breaks, he 
donned a bathrobe and walked 
outside to smoke a cigarette. 

This man could be famous in 
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America—he cooked the best 
lamb chops I have ever tasted. 

Although our dining room 
was air-conditioned, the vodka 
and cognac and the invitations 
to toast also flowed freely, and I 
felt my thermostat rise 
throughout the dinner. At one 
point, I had consumed nearly 
every botde of water at the 
table but still couldn’t put out 
the fire. 

Day 6 (September 4) 

For me, this was the best 
day of the trip. Our destination 
was Voskhod Stud, the premier 
Thoroughbred stud farm in 
Russia, which our friend 
Vladimir directs, and where 
Telman is the chief horse 
breeder. What a show they had 
for us! 

Voskhod is in the heart of 
the Kuban Region of Russia, 
the land of the Cossacks. And 
these are their descendants. On 
the drive to the farm, we 
stopped to picnic opposite a 
gas station on the shoulder of 
the highway. Looking at 
Telman, I could tell that he was 
looking forward to the day’s 
activities. The fourth generation 
in his family to be a horse 
breeder, he could be running a 
major farm or racing stable in 
America or anywhere. We 
enjoyed his company 
immensely and are hopeful that 
he will visit us here shortly. 

Voskhod is a joint stock 
company with most of the 
shares owned by the employees, 
who elected Vladimir as their 
director. We met most of the 
employees and also the head of 
the local county administration. 
The 17,500-acre Voskhod has 
always been renowned for its 
horses, but also includes catde, 
sheep, goats, swine and other 
domestic animals, food and 
feed crops, a meat processing 
and packing plant, a dairy and 
cheese plant, a cognac factory, 
winery, bakery, a chain of 
stores, a school, plus all of the 
machinery shops for upkeep 



and repair of farm 
machinery—in addition to 
horse husbandr}'^. We met in 
Vladimir’s office in the old 
manor for the estate. He 
described the Voskhod 
operation with its 250 
Thoroughbreds. 


Russians, from the late 1700s 
on, imported Pmglish 
Thoroughbreds and, in the 
years before the Russian 
Revolution, raced the sons and 
daughters of the Epsom Derby 
winners, and continued to 
purchase the best European 
bloodstock and hire European 


trainers and jockeys as well. The 
King of England’s Minoru was 
at work in Russia when the first 
of the cataclysmic upheavals of 
the 20th century—Revolution 
and War—devastated the 
country, its horses, and its 
horsemen. 

The horsepeople of the 
Kuban went to extraordinary 
lengths to preserve their 
bloodstock, and Voskhod 
survived until World War 11 and 
the Nazi invasion, which 
flattened the south of Russia. 
Voskhod lost everything. The 
Russian Cossacks who went in 
hot pursuit found their horses 
in Dresden—in time to see 
them shot. Now Voskhod, with 
the stock it could save and that 
it has purchased, is rebuilding 
the Russian Thoroughbred. 
With acceptance of Russian 
stock in the International Stud 
Registry at Weatherbys, 

Voskhod has begun breeding 
for the international stakes 
races—a long road traveled, a 
way to go, but the goal in sight. 

Telman was anxious for the 
stable tour to begin, so we 
walked briskly out of the office 
and toward the stallion barn 
complex. The old tree-lined 
walk was lined with headstones 
honoring the great stallions of 
the farm’s past—Aniline, 
Uzbekistan, Garnir and the 
tragic Granit 11. 

An elaborately orchestrated 
horse exhibition began, with 
Telman as the conductor. We 
were treated to a magnificent 
two-hour parade of some 75 
horses including stallions, the 
premier sire, American-bred 
Triple Buck (by Sunny’s Halo) 
and Observation Post (Shirley 
Heights), the sire of Bor, and 
others, the cross of American- 
line speed with the Russian 
mares known for their 
soundness and stamina, and the 
first generation of resultant 
yearlings and 2-year-olds. 
Telman directed the grooms 
and the horses from three 
different barns; they walked 
down cinder pathways 
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converging at the grass 
crossroad before our viewing 
stand. The horses were lined up 
three and four-deep in three 
directions, and Telman 
described (with Judith 
Robinson interpreting) the 
lineage and conformation of 
each one. Without notes, he 
spoke of a particular mare; then 
he would have one of her 
progeny puUed out of line to 
display. When he finished 
everyone applauded. 

Then we toured the stallion 
barns, seeing wood paneling 
and bright yellow straw in each 
stall. As we walked the shedrow 
I told Telman that this looked 
like one of the Sheikh’s barns. 
He laughed, saying that he 
wished the Sheikh’s horses were 
in those stalls. We stopped and 
went into the stall of a Russian 
workhorse stallion, who looked 
like a small American 
Percheron. This horse had 
broken several Russian records 
for pulling and his stud services 
were in demand. The 
workhorse mares are also 
valuable for the famous 
Cossack mare’s milk they 
produce. Voskhod Stud bottles 
and sells it throughout the 
region. Telman called it 
“koumiss” and claimed it’s 
therapeutic for the throat and 
lungs. 

leaving the barns, we 
marveled at a giant mound of 
straw in a nearby field. The 
mound was scores of round 
bales stacked together and 
covered in loose straw. The 
mounds of hay were smaller 
and stored under tin roofs. All 
the horses’ feed is grown on the 
farm. 

A lavish table awaited us for 
lunch at the farm’s restaurant, 
and many of Vladimir’s people 
joined us. A Russian disk jockey 
played Russian and American 
rock-and-roll, and round after 
round of toasts circulated 
among chiefs and civilians of 
both sides. When my turn came 
I spoke of a new relationship 


between our two countries and 
said I hoped that it would 
continue to the next generation. 
I gave several Russian 
counterparts the shirts and hats 
that my children (Philip, 13, 
Elizabeth, 11, and David, 9) 
had asked me to give to Russian 
children. Telman danced with 
Carolyn Green with a Dan 
Marino football jersey on his 
back and a Ravens baseball cap 
on his head. As he clapped the 


to Kelso in 1965, and several 
other Russian horses did well 
thereafter. Alexander, one of 
our hosts, had made several 
trips to Laurel and we’d like to 
see him there again. 

We spoke with Vladimir 
about exchanging employees 
and veterinarians and possibly 
sending some Americans to 
train at Voskhod. We also spoke 
about the horses and how they 
could be improv^ed by an

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Russian d.j. began playing “Tie 
a Yellow Ribbon” and everyone 
laughed and joined them on the 
dance floor. 

Next stop on the farm tour 
was the trophy room, where we 
saw numerous exotic cups, 
bowls and trophies from all 
over Russia and Western 
Europe. 1 particularly enjoyed 
seeing nine Washington, DC., 
International blankets among 
the 50-some blankets on 
specially made racks; it 
occurred to me that my father 
was at every one of those races. 
When I returned, my parents 
told me about a trip Whitney 
Tower, John Schapiro and Joe 
Cascarella made to Voskhod 
during the mid-1960s to recruit 
horses for the Washington 
International—Aniline ran third 


infusion of speed and precocity. 
Plans were discussed regarding 
future visits and attending horse 
sales in Maryland. The 
December Mixed sales were the 
most likely opportunity. 

Animal husbandry skills in 
Russia are ver)' good, even 
though veterinary supplies are 
scarce and overall veterinary 
technology is not as accessible 
as horsemen there would like. 
For example, some 
veterinarians need access to 
ultrasound machines and then 
training to use them. One of 
our group, Dennis Potts, lived 
for several weeks on a farm 
near St. Petersburg in 1999, and 
he said that the only time his 
host, a practicing veterinarian, 
could afford on the Internet 
was between 2 and 6 a.m. 
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We suggested an exchange 
program involving several mid¬ 
level employees, possibly a 
veterinarian, with Telman for 
several months. A few months 
of working in American 
breeding sheds, training centers 
and race tracks would broaden 
their knowledge—and 
ours—and sharpen their skills 
(and ours). The Russians I had 
spoken with at the Hippodrome 
complained of scarcity of 
antibiotics, vaccines and 
veterinary supplies. 

Our drive back to 
Krasnodar was uneventful 
except for the refreshment stop 
before dark. There was little 
room for watermelon and the 
like after the day we had 
enjoyed. The beautiful 
farmland, bountiful crops, 
handsome horses and 
unsurpassed hospitality will not 
soon be forgotten. 

Day 7 (September 5) 

This morning we drove to 
the airport for our flight back 
to Moscow and then a 
connecting flight to St. 
Petersburg. After we unloaded 
the baggage onto a park bench 
outside the tiny Krasnodar 
terminal, Telman had a surprise. 
We looked on in amazement as 
he and Alexander set out one 
last picnic. At 9:30 a.m. the 
watermelon, bread and vodka 
were served. We toasted the 
future and hastily grabbed our 
bags and said good-bye to our 
Russian hosts. We hope to meet 
them again soon, and keep the 
contact close. 

In St. Petersburg, we 
checked in at the Grand Hotel 
Europe, perhaps Russia’s finest 
hotel. After a hot shower and 
shave, I slept soundly until 
morning. 

Day 8 (September 6) 

The day began with a 
breakfast meeting at our hotel 
with the American Chamber of 
Commerce—the heads of such 
companies as Ford in St. Peters- 









burg, Wrigley chewing gum and 
others. It was organized by Alex 
Kim, executive director of the 
Chamber. With red hair and 
fluent English, Alex looked 
more American than Russian, 
but was born and raised in St. 
Petersburg. 

At the day’s second meeting 
at the Agriculture Ministry, we 
walked up a marble staircase so 
old that it has grooves from the 
thousands of footsteps that 
have been up and down it. St. 
Petersburg buildings are like 
that—very old, and often very 
beautiful. 

The meeting began like a 
HoUwood B movie, with 12 
Russians on one side of the 
table and a dozen Americans on 
the other side, and a few frowns 
and sour faces as well as smiles. 
About ten minutes into the 
meeting we were allowed to 
walk around the room and 
distribute business cards with 
English on one side and 
Russian on the other. 1 
approached one of the 
unsmiling ones and gave him a 
Country life Farm ballpoint 
pen; he shook my hand and 
began to smile. By the end of 
the meeting, the smiles 
predominated. 

Finessing group visits to a 
fish farm and a dressage stable, 
Joe Thomson, Tom Chuckas 
and 1 set out on foot to see St. 
Petersburg. Our first stop was 
the flea market for trinkets and 
souvenirs, where Chuckas and 
Thomson’s innermost 
personalities were revealed. 

They haggled, they bargained, 
and Tom must have saved me 
aU of 500 rubles ($15). We 
toured the Church of the 
Spilled Blood, lined with icons 
and floor-to-ceiling sky-blue 
mosaics, built on the spot where 
Tsar Alexander II, the Russian 
Abraham Lincoln who freed the 
serfs, was murdered in 1861. 

People-watching in St. 
Petersburg, over a cold drink in 
an open-air cafe, was next on 
the agenda. In 2003, the city 



celebrates its 300th anniversary, 
and preparations are well 
underway. Sidewalks were being 
replaced and renovations were 
going on day and night. 1 would 
love to see this city again in a 
few years. 

Day 9 (September 7) 

An unbelievable breakfast in 
the hotel’s ornate dining room 
seemed a proper prelude to the 
lavish luncheon of Governor 
Serdyukov of Leningrad Oblast, 
and I volunteered to attend 
both the luncheon and the 
meeting preceding it. We 
emerged from the latter into a 
rash of television cameras and 
reporters who surrounded the 
Americans until dispersed with 
an imperious wave of the 
Governor’s hand. Governor 
Serdyukov came to our 
Preakness this year, and is not 
only a racing enthusiast, but 
also had business to discuss 
with Secretary Mister—rather 
lengthy discussions that would 
have sent a normal businessman 
(like me) running for the nearest 
exit. But the Secretary and 
Governor persevered. For the 
Secretary’s efforts, he was 
rewarded with a quite beautiful 
Russian porcelain clock topped 
with a cow. 

St. Petersburg wouldn’t have 
been complete without our 
lightning run-throughs of the 
Cathedral of St. Isaac, lined 
with green malachite and lapis 
lazuli as the family church of 
the Romanov tsars, or a visit to 
the Hermitage Museum. 
Nothing 1 had read could have 
adequately prepared me for that 
one. 

With three hours, I 
attempted to see about 20 
rooms of the Winter Palace and 
the adjacent Hermitage—the 
Tsar’s gold enameled ceremonial 
carriage, Dutch Masters 
paintings, ancient Egyptian 
mummies and antiquities; it 
overwhelms. (A museum guide 
told Dr. Solomon that there are 
over three million items in the 


Hermitage and if you spent a 
minute examining each item it 
would take you eight years—day 
and night—to see the entire 
collection.) With the incredible 
opulence, it’s no wonder there 
was a revolution. Humbled and 
exhausted I walked out of the 
museum and hired a cab back to 
the hotel. 

Day 10 (September 8) 

We load into the vans and 
drive to the town of Luga, 
where a Russian-style 
Camptown Races are being 
held. The vans parked near a 
roughly made race track, and we 
were waved up onto a wooden 
reviewing stand, from which we 
saw men and women in 
ceremonial (fake) beards and 
wigs staging a vari-colored and 
quite lively reenactment of their 
Russian ancestors. It looked like 
the Renaissance Festival in 
Columbia, Md., complete with 
jousting. We watched troika 
races and running races and 
sulky races and a jumping 
competition from our perches 
on the newly constructed 
stands. It was cold, and the 
summons for early lunch inside 


an old army tent was welcome. 
Inside the tent was dark except 
for some candles on a long— 
and again lavish and delicious— 
table full of food and drink. 

The centerpiece, a giant loaf of 
dark Russian round bread with a 
circular container of salt on top, 
was so beautiful that 1 hated to 
see anyone eat it. 

We were invited to see a 
nearby stable and training center 
for Orlov trotters. They are 
most beautiful, very distinctive, 
many with great arched necks, 
flashing eyes, that high knee 
action, sturdy legs and 
sometimes a royal Roman nose. 

The head of the Luga 
Administration gave us a 
banquet in town, where we were 
served an entire Russian bass 
with his head and tail still 
attached. Once you looked past 
his eyes, the fish was delicious. 

Today was a day without 
enough time, as we hastily left 
the banquet to drive back to St. 
Petersburg for the ballet Swan 
Lake. My knowledge of ballet 
wouldn’t fill a thimble, but I 
sure had fun pretending. We 
were unable to locate our seats 
until a guard opened a door to 
our box. When 1 saw our 
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Russian guide look around in 
wonder I realized that we were 
sitting in special seats—the 
royal box of yesteryear that was 
always reserved for the tsar of 
Russia and his family. 

The ballet was incredible—a 
living fairytale. By the end, all 
the Russian women were in 
tears and the fans cheered their 
approval of the lead ballerina, 
so light and graceful, a swan in 
flight. We were humbled to 
have such great seats and to 
realize the trouble and expense 
our hosts went through for us. 

1 felt like Cinderella seeing 
this day end. The next day we 
headed home. As the clock 
neared midnight we finished a 
cold drink together and said 
good night. This trip of a 
lifetime had come to an end. 

Day 11 (Septembers) 

We check out of the hotel 
very early in order to catch our 
plane to Moscow and then to 
New York. At this point we 
were beginning to look forward 
to returning home safe and 
sound, (^n the airplane, we saw 
several newly adopted Russian 
babies and children headed to 
America. Several parents had 
difficulties consoling the 
children throughout the long 
plane ride. 1 said a prayer for 
them all as 1 futilely attempted 
to sleep. 

The trip that began with few 
expectations had ended with 
lifelong memories and education 
about people, horses and 
myself Everyone on our tour 
was grateful to Myriam Norris 
and Judith Robinson, Errol 
Small, and to Hagner Mister 
and Nancy Wallace. To my 
fellow American travelers— 
thank you for your com¬ 
panionship and patience. Special 
thanks again to Tim Capps for 
organizing the trip and 
encouraging everyone to go as 
well as my wife Lisa (and three 
children) and brother Josh and 
the rest of the Pons family who 
worked hard in my absence.

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T hese are exciting times for 
New Jersey horse racing. 
After two years of false 
starts, the Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred industries have 
finally secured the state’s approval 
for off-track wagering and tele¬ 
phone account wagering, which 
is expected to begin in the 
upcoming months. 

Recently, Monmouth Park 
and the Meadowlands rejoined 
the National Thoroughbred 
Racing Association, which will 
allow the NTRA to consider 
either or both tracks as a future 
site for the Breeders’ Cup World 
Thoroughbred Championships. 
At the same time, NASCAR has 
expressed an interest in the 
Meadowlands Sports Complex 
as a future venue. Other projects, 
such as an entertainment com¬ 
plex, have also been proposed. 

Bruce Garland, senior execu¬ 
tive vice-president of racing at 
Monmouth Park and the 


Meadowlands, has been a key 
player in New jersey racing for 
nearly two decades. 

Garland is a native of 
Hamilton, N.J., who earned an 
undergraduate and law degree 
from Wake Forest University 
and a master’s degree in political 
science at Rutgers University. He 
joined the New Jersey Attorney 
General’s Office in 1978 as a 
deputy attorney general and in 
that capacity began serving as 
counsel to the New Jersey 
Racing Commission in 1983. 
Three years later, he became the 
Commission’s executive director. 

In 1991, he joined the New 
Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority’ (NJSEA) as general 
manager of the Meadowlands. 
He became vice-president of 
Standardbred racing in 1996, and 
in 1998 was named to his current 
role. 

Garland discussed the shape 
of things to come in New Jersey 
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in a September 25 interview with 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred corre¬ 
spondent Bill Heller. 

Q uestion: After years of try¬ 
ing, the state of New Jersey 
finally approved off-track wager¬ 
ing and telephone account 
wagering. How important is it, 
and how frustrating were the 
delays? 

Answer: Any time you get an 
opportunity to do something 
that can advance the industry, 
the time period it takes to do the 
negotiating and legislation can 
be frustrating. Everybody knew 
it would take some time. So the 
frustration was probably not that 
it took three years, but that it 
took a year beyond what it could 
have been. I think everybody 
realized it was going to be a long 
process. Two years would have 
been relatively reasonable. You’re 
talking about a year extra. It will 
be beneficial and puts us on 
equal footing with some of our 
neighboring states. 

Q : How soon will telephone 
account betting begin? 

A: There are some pre-condi¬ 
tions to be met. There are two 
important items. The first is 
adoption of regulations by the 
racing commission. Within that 
one, drafts have already been 
prepared and are being circulat¬ 
ed. There’s a process they have 
to go through, such as advertis¬ 
ing in the New Jersey Register and a 
comment period. 

The earliest they could be 
adopted is February 4, 2002. 

That actually is very close to 
the time period that the statute 
would take effect. The statute 
said it would take effect 180 days 
from the bill signing, which was 
on August 5. That needs to be 
done. And that’s in the process 
of being done. Nobody has any 
complaints about that. It’s mov¬ 
ing ahead. Everyone thinks it’s 
being done as speedily as possi¬ 
ble. 

The second thing that has to 
be done is that the NJSEA has to 
enter a participation agreement 
with the other tracks in the state: 
Freehold and possibly Atlantic 
City. Negotiations on those par¬ 
ticipation agreements have 
begun. Prior to the statute being 
passed, there was a gentlemen’s 


agreement on the parameters. In 
order to move ahead with the 
legislation, we had to know that 
the participation agreements 
could be done. They include 
governance, numbers, location, 
timing, budgets, sharing of rev¬ 
enue—those t 5 ^es of things. 

Q : Do you expect that to go 
smoothly? 

A: Yes. I expect it to go 
smoothly. 

Q : When will off-track wager¬ 
ing begin? 

A: As soon as possible, but 
the statute has a number of 
time-specific things laid down in 
it. No more than eight can be 
built in the first three years. And 
each time you want to build one 
you have to go before the racing 
commission and the local 
municipality where you want to 
build. There are provisions in 
there for meetings and for time 
periods. The commission may 
have 60 days. Lx)cal municipali¬ 
ties may have x number of days. 
Obviously we want to do them 
as soon as we possibly can. 
Getting the phone account 
wagering up before off-track 
wagering starts is a safe bet, and 
we hope to have phone account 
wagering early next spring. 

Q : Did the new legislation 
increase simulcasting into 
casinos? 

A: No, it just fixes a problem 
in the law. The law used to 
require that you had to run a per¬ 
centage of dates compared to 
some fixed year to be able to 
simulcast into casinos. The 
Meadowlands’s Thoroughbred 
meet, both Garden State meets 
and Atlantic City never met that 
standard, so they weren’t allowed 
to be simulcast into casinos, 
even though it would have been 
good for everybody involved. 
This law fixes that. It really 
affects only the Meadowlands 
Thoroughbred meet. In practical 
effect, the Meadowlands and 
Atlantic City, if it opens, can 
now be simulcast in casinos. If 
you went to a casino before, you 
couldn’t bet at the Meadowlands, 
even though you could bet any¬ 
where else. Fixing that was done 
with the full support of the 
industry. 


Q : The Meadowlands experi¬ 
mented this year with take¬ 
out reduction in its Pick Four. 
Will takeout for other wagers 
be considered as is being done 
in New York? 

A: There’s thinking to do. 
One of the issues is how you do 
it in terms of sharing the cost, 
and how you do it in a way that 
actually makes it fair to your 
simulcasting partners. Plus, we 
want to take a look at the New 
York experience. We wager on 
New York races, too. We don’t 
have any immediate plans to 
lower takeout on other wagers. 

Q : Are you pleased with your 
Pick Four numbers so far? 

A: We’re pleased with the 
numbers, and we’re pleased to 
do something for our guests. 
Takeout reduction is something 
that has an immediate impact on 
our guests. Everybody is taking a 
look at that. We can do it with 
the Pick Four because it’s a big¬ 
ger bet and it can have a bigger 
impact. There are other takeout 
reductions which show all the

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reduction does is redistribute 
breakage and actually does not 
change the takeout. We actually 
ran some models several years 
ago. 

Q : You and other racing offi> 
cials in New Jersey always 
refer to customers as guests. 
Why? 

A: It’s actually something we 
started some ten years ago. They 
are guests. 1 think it implies 
something different than fan or 
patron. It’s a different class and a 
higher recognition for how 
important those people are to 
our existence. Then we try to 
recognize it in every way we can. 
Our philosophy has always been 
to be very accessible to the pub¬ 
lic, to listen to their comments 
and suggestions and make 
changes in accordance with 
them. That philosophy hasn’t 
changed. It’s still our founda¬ 
tion: to offer the highest quality 
of racing supported by superior 
guest services. 


And so whatever we do at 
the Meadowlands or at Mon¬ 
mouth Park has some connec¬ 
tions to those precepts. With the 
racing, some of the supporting 
elements are high purses, and, 
when you have an opportunity 
to get a Point Given, you get a 
Point Given. With the services, 
it’s everything from clean bath¬ 
rooms to listening to com¬ 
plaints. Whatever you can do, do 
it. That’s our philosophy. That 
doesn’t mean we’re 100 percent 
successful, but that’s our goal. 
We emphasize that in every staff 
meeting. 

Q : Since you came into racing 
from a position outside the 
sport, do you have a different 
perspective? 

A: Yes. I think it sometimes 
allows me to look at things dif¬ 
ferently. That doesn’t mean I 
look at things better than other 
people, but differently. The 
other thing that it allows me to 
do, and 1 think this is a huge 
benefit, is that it allows me to let 


people who actually know what 
they’re doing do it. I think I’m 
surrounded by high-quality^ peo¬ 
ple. People are told I expect 
them to do their jobs and to 
make decisions and to support 
these decisions. They know, if 
they can support their decisions, 
they won’t be second-guessed. I 
let people do their job, from the 
top down. 

Chris McErlean at the Mead¬ 
owlands, Bob Kulina at Mon¬ 
mouth Park—they run their 
facilities and do a great job of it. 
Bob Kulina’s strength is his rac¬ 
ing background, the real nitty 
gritty. He is the director of rac¬ 
ing and everything involving 
Thoroughbred racing. Chris 
McErlean’s strength is his organ¬ 
izing ability^, with both Thor¬ 
oughbred and harness back¬ 
grounds, and frankly, his brain. 
He can take complex issues and 
boil them down. I freely admit 
I’m lucky to have not only those 
two people, but other qualified 
people, too. We let people do 
what they do. We give them 


direction. They know our foun¬ 
dation. And they do their job. 
We have a lot of meetings. 

Q: How often? 

A: Chris and Bobby have reg¬ 
ular staff meetings; Chris on a 
weekly basis, Bobby less fre¬ 
quently. They are attended by all 
department heads. I have regular 
meetings with Chris and Bobby. 

Q : In light of the September 
11 tragedy, have you 
increased security? 

A: Yes. We’ve already institut¬ 
ed it. There have been a number 
of changes in parking. There are 
operational changes pertaining 
to deliveries and access to the 
building. During non-racing 
hours there is only one entrance 
open, and if you bring a bag in, 
it’s going to be searched. The 
NJSEA has added measures. As 
a complex, we’ve hired an out¬ 
side security^ service to come in

des. They have seen Monmouth 
Park. They were scheduled to see 
the Meadowlands before the 
tragedy. We’d like it (the Breeders’ 
Cup). We think we’d do a good 
job with it. We think we’ve done 
a good job with horse racing. 
New Jersey is third in handle 
behind New York and California 
despite competition from casi¬ 
nos and lotteries and without an 
OTW (off-track wagering) sys¬ 
tem or slot machines. 

Q: Which track would host it? 

A: There are advantages to 
each track. In the fall, Mon¬ 
mouth is closed now. I don’t 
think that’s an insurmountable 
problem. There could be a sepa¬ 
rate meet.

and take a look to see if there 
are other things we can be 
doing. 

Q : Is it disturbing to have to 
do this? 

A: It’s something we need to 
do. It goes back to guest services. 
One of the things you want to 
provide is a safe building. 

Q : Meadowlands and Mon¬ 
mouth Park just recently re¬ 
joined the NTRA. Why? 

A: First let me say that the 
concept of the NTRA is some¬ 
thing we’ve supported from the 
beginning. W^e had some major 
problems. We tried to work 
within the system to change 
them and were unsuccessful and 
we left. 

They had made some 
changes and we wanted other 
major changes. The first was the 
hub operation. (The NTRA had 
been operating the TVG hub in 
Oregon; MiYAtlantic tracks 
objected to a league office favor¬ 
ing one account wagering serv¬ 
ice provider ov^er another. The 
NTRA ceased operating the 
TV^G hub on July 1, 2001.) 

The second was a policy that 
they would agree to abide by 
state laws. That was affecting us 
through account wagering. 
Their interpretation was that 
even if there was a law saying 
New Jersey residents couldn’t 
bet out-of-state, that they could 
ignore the state law. Being a state 
agency, that was very important 
to us. They have now agreed to 
that. 

Q : Are we talking about New 
Jersey residents not betting 
through TVG? 

A: Yes. 

Q : Rejoining the NTRA gives 
either Monmouth or the 
Meadowlands a chance at 
hosting a Breeders’ Cup. Is that 
a goal? 

A: Yes. W^e’ve always wanted 
to host the Breeders’ Cup. That’s 
what the Sports Authority does. 
The Sports Authority' brings 
major class events to New 
Jersey: the NCAA Final Four, 
the World Cup in soccer, home 
to the New York Giants, home 
to the New York Jets, the New 
Jersey Nets, the Pope, the Three 
Tenors, Bruce Springsteen. 

We’d like them (Breeders’ 
Cup officials) to see our facili- 


A: It was down time when 
the Thoroughbred meet was 
scheduled to end. Instead of 
having no racing at all, we decid¬ 
ed to try it for a number of rea¬ 
sons. One, Garden State has 
closed. Two, it provides flexibili¬ 
ty in the future. We could ask for 
Breeders Crown events for the 
younger horses. Our current 
meet is too early to have them 
run. This would provide revenue 
to offset lost revenue when we 
closed because of the tragedy. 

Q : There has been much spec¬ 
ulation about auto racing 
coming to the Sports Complex. 
Where does that stand? 

A: 1 know very little about the 
situation other that the Sports 
Authority has agreed to let 
NASCAR do a study. They then 
asked for an extension. 

Q : Another possible future 
development is an enter¬ 
tainment facility. How is that 
being approached? 

A: There’s been a lot of dis¬ 
cussion. A lot of those things are 
interconnected. Right now, no 
decision has been made by the 
legislature. 

Q : What would the facility 
entail? 

A: Among other things, some 
of the plans would have a light 
rail (shuttle trains) coming into 
the complex to provide addition¬ 
al transportation to the race 


tracks, or adding entertainment 
facilities which would attract 
people to the area. It’s all very 
speculative. 

Q : Are you happy with the 
MATCH series? 

A: I left that to Bobby 
(Kulina). We think the MATCH 
program, in concept, is a good 
one. In practice, it may need 
some tweaking or changes in it. 
A lot of the tracks are experienc¬ 
ing short fields, including us. 

Q : How does the Sports 
Authority maintain balance 
between Thoroughbred and 
harness racing? 

A: How we do it is that we’ve 
had a lot of experience in both 
industries. We think both indus¬ 
tries are extremely important to 
New Jersey and the Sports 
Authority. A number of things 
have become accepted practice, 
and some have generated con¬ 
troversy. 

Frankly my business strategy 
with harness is very simple. We 
want to maintain our position as 
the number one harness meet in 
the world. The way you do that is 
by having the number one purse 
structure. 

When it comes to Mon¬ 
mouth Park, it is to be a world- 
class race track and offer the 
highest quality of racing that we 


can. We don’t think we can be 
Saratoga, but we want to be the 
next best thing. 

WTen it comes to Meadow¬ 
lands’s Thoroughbred meet, we 
want to improve the product 
because the meet is well posi¬ 
tioned and has the greatest 
potential for growth. I say that 
because it’s a nighttime Thor¬ 
oughbred meet. I don’t think it’ll 
ever be a Monmouth Park meet 
in terms of quality. 

Q : What is the potential 
impact if pro teams leave 
the Meadowlands? 

A: The impact would be indi¬ 
rect. For example, if teams left, 
would that change the complex? 
Would a decision be made to tear 
down an arena? Would it be 
replaced by NASCAR? In terms 
of direct impact to horse racing, 
there would be none. 

Q : How would you rate your 
own performance in ten 
years? 

A: 1 rate my performance in 
the same way I do others. I ask 
people to do the best they can, 
never give up and have fun. I 
always do the best I can, and I 
never give up. In terms of hav¬ 
ing fun, maybe not. 

I look at it like this: What 
have we done? If we go back in 
harness racing ten years, I would 
suggest harness racing is much 
better off than it was ten years 
ago; much better off Purses 
averaged $104,000 a day then and 
they average over $200,000 now. 

In terms of Thoroughbred 
racing, I have less of a track 
record. But we have increased 
purses at Monmouth Park. One 
year we did it out of our own 
pocket. Last year, the horsemen 
got a state supplement. Our fig¬ 
ures this year are phenomenal. 
Both attendance and handle 
were up double digits. In special 
events, the Hambletonian has 
solidified itself From the Mon¬ 
mouth meet, the Haskell broke 
the attendance record. 

We put emphasis on special 
events because we believe that’s 
what we stand for. 

We’re in good shape, but we 
have a lot to do. I’d like to get the 
Monmouth meet to be able to 
support purses like we did last 
year without the state’s support. 
I’d like to actually get an identity 
to the Meadowlands Thorough¬ 
bred meet. *

Gross and average take 
a downturn for the first 
time since 1990, as 541 
yearlings sell for a total 
of $9,153,000, 
averaging $16,919.

A fter ten years of dramatic 
increases in gross and aver¬ 
age, the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
went the other way in 2001. 
Gross sales decreased 19 percent 
and the average was off 15 per¬ 
cent at the auction held October 
1, 2 and 3 at Timonium. 

It was the first time since 
1990 that this sale has suffered a 
decline. 

This year, 541 yearlings sold 
for $9,153,000, an average of 
SI6,919. The buy-back rate was 
28 percent. 

“You feel disappointment, 
especially when you’re used to 
ups,” said Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic’s executive director Mason 
Grasty. “But in some ways it’s 
like fighting the weather.” 

Grasty attributed the declines 
to a shortage of buyers and lack 
of “truly fancy” horses. He did 
not believe the economy was at 
fault. “People are afraid to get on 
airplanes [in the aftermath of the 
September 11 terrorist attacks 
on the World Trade Center and 
Pentagon],” said Grasty. 

Even before September 11, 
Grasty said, the sales company 
was making a concerted effort to 
lure additional buyers to this 
year’s sale. “I think we got more 
buyers than we would have with¬ 
out that extra effort,” he com¬ 
mented. “But people are reluc¬ 
tant to travel—some showed up, 
and some didn’t.” 

Grasty conceded that the cat¬ 
alog “probably could have been 
more competitive.” However, he 
speculated that some of the 
horses selling for $50,000 and up 
might have brought more if 
more buyers had been present. 

Twelve horses topped 
$100,000, 43 exceeded $50,000, 
and 57 sold for $40,000 or more. 
Five years ago, all of those fig¬ 
ures would have been consid¬ 
ered sensational. 

Topping the sale, at $180,000, 
was a fiUy by End Sweep—She’s 
My Choice, by El Raggaas, con¬ 
signed by Wliite Oaks (Mr. and 
Mrs. S.H. Rogers Jr.) and pur¬ 
chased by Jan, Mace and Saman¬ 
tha Siegel. 

The highest-priced colt, as 
well as the top-priced Mid-At¬ 


lantic-sired yearling in the sale, 
was a $150,000 son of Not For 
Love—Chattin, by Rollicking, 
consigned by Litz Bloodstock 
Services, agent, and purchased 
by James Murphy. Not For Love 
stands at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City, Md.

Two Mid-Atlantic stallions 
were represented by six-figure 
yearlings, with the other being 
Citidancer, standing at Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air, Md.

PINHOOKERS SAM AND CAROLYN ROGERS 
SCORE BIG WITH SALES-TOPPING FILLY 


T he $180,000 sales-topping 
filly Sweep’s Choice (by 
End Sweep out of the 
stakes-placed El Raggaas mare 
She’s My Choice) is a tribute to 
the perspicacity of a couple of 
legendary pinhookers, Sam and 
Carolyn Rogers. 

The Rogerses have success¬ 
fully bought and sold young 
horses from their White Oaks 
farm in Leesburg, Va., for more 
than 40 years. A highlight of 
their career came at the 1998 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale when 
they consigned a $400,000 
Dehere filly who still ranks as 
the most expensive horse ever 
sold at a Timonium auction. 

Sweep’s Choice (bred in 
Florida by Jeffrey and Mary 
Keckley) was purchased by the 
Rogerses at this year’s 
Keeneland January sale for 
$25,000. 

Carolyn Rogers said the filly 
caught their attention at Keene¬ 
land because she is from the 
last U.S.-sired crop of major sire 
End Sweep (now standing in 
Japan), and was exceptionally 
athletic, despite being some¬ 
what temperamental. 

“You could tell she was a wonderful athlete,’’ said Mrs. Rogers. 
“When she went through the ring and was going for only $25,000, we 
took a flyer on her, hoping she would be all right.’’ 

Sweep’s Choice settled in soon after that at White Oaks, where the 
Rogerses’ right-hand man, Thomas Whiting, applied his skills. “Tommy 
works really hard on all our horses, and he does a wonderful job,’’ said 
Carolyn Rogers. “He walked this filly miles and miles; she has a won¬ 
derful walk.” 

The filly’s good qualities were readily apparent to Samantha Siegel, 
her buyer at Timonium. “We really liked her a lot,” said Siegel. “She’s 
well-balanced, and nice and strong. We would have paid more for her 
than we did.” 

It was also a welcome opportunity for Siegel to continue her family’s 
long and mutually rewarding association with the Rogerses. 

Samantha’s parents Jan and Mace Siegel purchased as their very 
first horse a filly bred by the Rogerses in 1967. That was Samantha S. 
(by Francis S.—Flyamanita, by Petrose). Although a dud as a race horse, 
Samantha S. became a multiple stakes-producer, and was the dam of 
Buy My Act, who carried Jan Siegel’s colors to victory in the 1981 Junior 
Miss Stakes. 

At the 1987 Ocala Breeders’ August sale, the Rogerses and their 
daughter Lyn Rainbow consigned a Valid Appeal filly, Stormy But Valid, 
purchased by the Siegels for $47,000. Stormy But Valid won the 1990 
Santa Monica Handicap-GI and four other stakes (two graded), and 
earned $496,088.

“There were too many year¬ 
lings for the number of buyers 
and some of the more ‘com¬ 
mercial’ pedigrees obviously 
were horses their owners felt 
wouldn’t cut it in Kentucky due 
to their conformation or x-rays. 

“That said, we had an excel¬ 
lent sale. ()v'er the years we’ve 
learned that the market tells 
you what the horse is worth on 
that given day. Unless you plan 
on racing, they’ll never be 
worth more, considering the 
cost of buying them back and 
going in a later sale. 

“All of ours were home- 
breds. We generally put on 
reserves of 50 percent of what 
we feel the horse should bring 
in that market. This year all 14 
were sold, many for more than 
twice the reserve. The bottom 
line is the gross, not what an 
individual yearling may or may 
not bring. 

“VX'e felt the Wild Rush filly

“Considering the economy 
and the state of racing in 
Maryland, 1 can’t complain 
about the sale we had. W e 
would have liked it to be better, 
but it could have been worse. 
We had only three top horses; 
two of them brought over 
SI00,000 and the other one 
didn’t sell. 

“It seemed to me that most 
of the good horses in the sale 
went out of state. It would be 
interesting to do a sur\ ey and 
see how many of these year¬ 
lings end up going to Maryland 
trainers. The things that are 
going on at the Maryland 
tracks had to hurt the sale; the 
impact on the total gross had 
to be 10 or 15 percent. With 
Pimlico closing for winter 
training, and the Maryland 
Jockey Club cutting back on 
stalls [numbers of stalls allot¬ 
ted at Laurel and Bowie], a lot 
of people are figuring it’s not 
worth the aggravation. People 
are getting out of the business. 
It has to be costing the state a 
lot of money in the long run.”

’CHASING ABOUT

Shawan Downs 
celebrates the 
land, the horses 


and people 


T hroughout the planning and 
development stages of 
Shawan Downs, organizers 
called it a “celebration of the 
land and of the horse.” Consider 
the first party a smash. 


Shawan unveiled its suburban 
Baltimore steeplechase course to 
spectators, sponsors and horses 
on September 29 and each group 
exited happy. Ambitious from the 
beginning, the Shawan plan came 


together with a quality course, a 
rich purse structure, a long spon¬ 
sor list and the right beneficiary. 
The statistics were impressive— 
seven races, SI27,500 in purses, 
56 horses, about 12,000 fans and 
a who’s who of supporters. 

Race chairman Charlie Fen¬ 
wick Jr. pointed to a successful 
sponsorship push as a key to the 
meet’s success, and said credibil¬ 
ity was the most important sales 
tool with sponsors. 

“There was credibility behind 
the solicitations, and that was 
created by the investors who 
bought the property in the first 
place,” he said. 

“There was credibility in that 
we were aligned with Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center. All of 
that was enhanced when the first 
couple of sponsors came on 
board.” 

Shawan signed up Baltimore 
area institutions including the 
Brown Investment Advisory, 
Deutsche Banc Alex. Brown and 
T. Rowe Price as sponsors. 
Others such as Maryland Mil¬ 


lion, MidAtlantic Farm Credit, 
Mercedes-Benz and Ski Round- 
top came along through racing 
connections, providing another 
area of strength for the new ven¬ 
ture. 

With the right sponsors 
secured, Shawan could lure the 
right horses with a combination 
of purse money and a well-con¬ 
ditioned race course. 

“If there were seven races 
with four and five horses in 
them, 1 don’t think it would have 
been so exciting,” said Fenwick. 
“We had to do everything we 
could to ensure good racing and 
we did that through the aggres¬ 
sive purse structure and the irri¬ 
gation system.” 

Trainers responded by send¬ 
ing out some of the best horses 
in the country, including Eclipse 
Award winner All Gong (GB) 
and Grade 1 winner Pinkie 
Swear. The horses put on seven 
good shows—from an appren¬ 
tice jockey hurdle race to a 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase prep 
to two meandering races around

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a three and a half-mile timber 
course. 

Shawan ratcheted up the 
perks with a closed-circuit tele¬ 
vision show, color commentary 
from legendary English racing 
announcer Richard Pitman, a 
parade of the Green Spring 
Valley Hounds and an opening 
ceremony with the right mix of 
patriotism, pomp and politics. 

Horsemen raved about the 
new course, a mix of Fair Hill 
(long straightaways). Great Mead¬ 
ow (some undulation to the ter¬ 
rain) and newer courses at Calla¬ 
way Gardens and Charlotte (a 
cozy, close-to-the-action atmos¬ 
phere for spectators). 

“I love this place,” said jock¬ 
ey Gus Brown. “It rides great. 
There’s as much jumping as Fair 
Hill and as much turning as 
Callaway but it all works.” 

“We had only one opportu¬ 
nity to make a first impression 
and we wanted it to be a good 
first impression,” said Fenwick, 
who scaled back his training 
operation to devote more time 
to Shawan. “There were any 
number of people who were 
absolutely invaluable to this 
thing. If we lost any one of 
them, it wouldn’t have happened 
the way it did.” 

A DARN GOOD 
SHOW 

D arn Tipalarm can be spot¬ 
ted easily thanks to his 
magnificent gray body, his 
dark mane and tail, his owner’s 
neon silks and a frontrunning 
Style that simply shouts “Hey, 
look at me.” 

Unfortunately for him, the 8- 
year-old son of Darn That 
Alarm can also often be clearly 
seen getting passed in the stretch 
in many of his races. Owned by 
Ann and Henry Stern, Darn 
Tipalarm has speed that usually 
lasts through 75 percent of a 
race; then he gets swarmed. 
Most of the time. 

Darn Tipalarm’s day comes 
around sometimes, too—^when 
he gets an uncontested lead, 
when he jumps with the preci¬ 
sion of a gymnast, when the 
course is right-handed. And 
when you least expect it. 

All of those factors played a 
role in Darn Tipalarm’s upset in 
Shawan Downs’s $30,000 



Usually held as part of the 
Maryland Million Day program, 
the Steeplechase has been a risky 
proposition at Laurel Park or 
Pimlico because of weather and 
field size (usually small). 

No such restrictions applied 
at Shawan as the S25,0()() race 
could be held rain or shine, and 
the number of starters would 
have no impact on the wagering 
handle (because there wasn’t 
one). 

Five showed up for the two- 
mile handicap, including Grade 
1 winner Pinkie Swear. Owned 
by Arcadia Stable, the 7-year-old 
halted a 16-month forced vaca¬ 
tion and shouldered 158 pounds 
(12 to 28 more than his rivals) 
while making his first start for 
Fisher. English jockey Carl 
Llewellyn flew in for the mount 
as Pinkie Swear prepped for a 
scheduled start in the Breeders’ 
Cup. 

Proving that the races still 
need to be run. Pinkie Swear 
wound up in a battle with The 
Fields Stable’s Wicomico. 
Leaving the backstrctch, the two 
horses easily moved to early 
leader Calliope (Matt McCar-

Deutsche Banc Alex. Brown 
Legacy Cup. A key prep for the 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase 
three weeks later, the Legacy 
Cup had 12 starters, including 
2000 champion All Gong. 

Darn Tipalarm laughed at 
them all. The Jack Fisher trainee 
galloped to the front at the start 
and enjoyed a comfortable 
advantage throughout. 

Challenged by All Gong and 
Lord Zada in the stretch. Darn 
Tipalarm (Chip Miller) respond¬ 
ed with a determined final two 
fences and won by a half-length. 
All Gong (Blythe Miller) was 
second with Lord Zada (Gus 
Brown) third. 

The victory keys were easy to 
spot afterward. No one pressed 
Darn Tipalarm’s early pace. The 
two and three-eighths miles and 
16 fences made the race a test of 
jumping and galloping ability— 
two things Darn Tipalarm can 
do as well as any horse. And the 
rare right-handed course again 
did something to the winner. 

He relaxes more when turn¬ 
ing right, or maybe the others 
don’t handle it so well, but Darn 
Tipalarm has now won three 
stakes—all of them on courses 
with clockwise configurations. 

“He’s a righty, 1 guess,” said 
Fisher, whose horse’s other key 
wins came at Callaway Gardens 
in 1998 and Radnor last year. 
“The one thing that helps you on 
this course is the jumping. 
There’s a lot, and he’s a good 
jumper.” 


Miller called the 15th fence a 
race-winner. With a gang of 
horses chasing him. Darn 
Tipalarm summoned a leap that 
would have won Olympic gold. 

“The second-last was so long. 
There was one spot and it was 
long. He saw All Gong coming, 
but as soon as 1 started riding for 
[the long spot], he moved his 
eyes off All Gong and looked at 
tbe fence and went for it. That’s 
what won him the race. He can 
do that now.” 

The now part of that state¬ 
ment reflects Darn Tipalarm’s 
growth. The old version had 
trouble adjusting stride before a 
fence, wouldn’t settle into a 
rhythmic pace (even when in 
front) and had little left for the 
stretch run. 

“He’s more mature about 
everything than he was when 
Sean [Clancy] was riding him,” 
said Miller, who got the mount 
when Clancy retired at the end 
of last season. “He can chip in 
[take off when close to a fence] 
and not lose time where before 
he couldn’t. 1 would still like for 
him to relax a little more, but he 
doesn’t.” 

Darn Tipalarm won for just 
the fourth time in 30 career stee¬ 
plechase starts, but supports that 
.133 batting average with ten 
seconds and five thirds. Since 
joining the steeplechase set in 
1998, he has earned $211,520. 

In addition to its hurdle 
stakes feature, Shawan garnered 
instant credibility by hosting the 
Maryland Million Steeplechase. 
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Dr. Ramsey’s victory in the Ski Roundtop Cup was followed by presentation 
of a perpetual trophy.

ron). Wicomico (Cyril Murphy) 
sprinted to a short lead on the 
final turn, maintained his advan¬ 
tage with perfect jumps in the 
stretch and won by an easy two 
and three-quarter lengths. Pinkie 
Swear flattened out in the stretch, 
but was no match for the win¬ 
ner—who put on an acrobatic 
show in the paddock before get¬ 
ting his second win in four hur¬ 
dle starts for The Fields Stable. 

“Some wise old friend said to 
me, ‘well that horse just ran his 
race in the paddock, he’s got no 
chance,’ ” said owner Betty 
Merck. “I told him to wait and 
see.” 

Trained by Tom Voss, Wicom¬ 
ico showed no behavior prob¬ 
lems during the race. 

“(Pinkie Swear) was the 
horse 1 was going to keep my eye 
on,” said Murphy, who missed 
Saratoga with a broken arm. 


“My only worry was that if it 
developed into a gallop the more 
it would suit him. My horse has a 
little bit of speed and 1 wanted 
to use it. He was fantastic down 
the back and won the race on the 
turn.” 

Being in Maryland, Shawan 
couldn’t be complete without a 
timber course. The $25,000 Ski 
Roundtop Cup brought out just 
four runners and the quartet 
spent most of the race watching 
each other before a speedy 
stretch run thrilled the crowd. 

Charlie’s Dewan (Chip Miller), 
Floating Interest (Brown) and 
Make Me a Champ (Blythe 
Miller) traded positions near the 
front through most of the race 
with the former doing most of 
the pacesetting, and Dr. Ramsey 
(J.W Delozier) content to be the 
back marker. 

For a while. 


As the field made the uphill 
run around the final turn. Dr. 
Ramsey capped a steady run 
through the final mile with a 
surge that put him in front at the 
last fence. The 7-year-old son of 
Northern Baby turned the race 
into a sprint and won by two 
lengths for Fisher and owner 
Cary Jackson. Charlie’s Dewan, 
also trained by Fisher, hung on 
for second with Make Me a 
Champ third. 

Delozier, who became a 
father on August 30, did nothing 
but smile afterward. 

“What a day—^it’s my son’s 
first race meet. I’m basically at 
home and I won a stakes,” said 
the jockey. For the record, 
Joseph W. Delozier IV weighed 
in at 6 pounds, 13 ounces for 
mother Laura and his jockey/ 
dad. 

Perhaps it was fatherhood, 
but Delozier was extra patient in 
the race. 

“1 wanted to let them do 
most of the running and it 
worked,” he said. “If your horse 
is a little keen, it’s tough to sit in 
behind in a small field but he 
switched off 1 was halfway off 
the bridle coming through the 
middle and that’s the way I want¬ 
ed it to be. He’s got some speed 
when you need it.” 

Dr. Ramsey won a hurdle 
stakes last spring, and captured 
his timber debut (over board 
legend Saluter) last fall. 

POMPEYO 
SIDELINED BY 
INJURY 

L ike flat racing and Point 
Given, steeplechasing lost a 
major attraction when 
championship contender Pom- 
peyo (Chi) went out with an 
injury in late September. 

The Chilean-bred was two- 
for-two this year including a vic¬ 
tory in Keeneland’s Grade 1 
Royal Chase in April, but sus¬ 
tained a broken bone in his 
elbow when kicked by another 
horse while training. Surgery at 
the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center corrected 
the problem, but the risk of 
infection and an extended peri¬ 
od of inactivity were part of the 
package. 


Owned by Augustin Stable 
and trained by Sanna Neilson, 
Pompeyo was aiming for the 
October 20 Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase and was consid¬ 
ered the favorite for the steeple¬ 
chase Eclipse Award. With 
$141,525 earned this year, the 7- 
year-old gelding is second on the 
NSA list behind stablemate 
Praise the Prince (NZ). 

The injury was not immedi¬ 
ately life or career-threatening, 
and was repaired with a metal 
plate and eight screws. A return 
to action was expected. 

“He’s a tough, resilient horse, 
so rU count on that helping with 
the recovery,” said Neilson. 
“He’s such a personality in our 
barn, not just because he’s the 
best horse, that’s it’s been rough 
without him there.”

J ockey Gus Brown became 
the answer to a trivia ques¬ 
tion by winning Shawan’s 
first race on Landslide Farm’s 
Pleasant Parcel for trainer Sanna 
Neilson, and added a second 
victory in a maiden hurdle 
aboard Whitewood Farm’s 
Michele Marieschi (GB) for 
trainer Richard Valentine. . . 
Three-day event rider Julie 
Gomena picked up her first 
career NS A win when she guid¬ 
ed Double Redouble to victory 
in the $10,000 Bowman Bowl, 
the feature at Virginia’s Fairfax 
Races on September 22. Dot 
Smithwick trains the winner for 
Gary Baker. . . Owner Sonny 
Via, trainer Ricky Hendriks and 
jockey David Bentley teamed up 
for two wins with North 
Atlantic and Ruminate (Ire) at 
the Foxfield Races on Septem¬ 
ber 30.. . Veteran steeplechasers 
Ninepins (GB) and Dalton 
River (Chi), both Grade 1 win¬ 
ners, were retired at the start of 
the fall season. Ninepins earned 
$516,179 (fifth all-time) while 
Dalton River won 11 races and 
nearly $260,000. *

STEEPLEGHASING by Joe Clancy Jr 


Shawan Downs 
met with success 
for more than the 
obvious reasons 


t’s an event, silly. 

A steeplechase race meet 
has horses, jockeys, trainers, 
owners, turf, jumps, silks, races, 
barns, a paddock, stewards, plac¬ 
ing judges. But it also has a 
schedule, volunteers, tents, a 
plan, sponsors, parking spaces, a 
sound system, concession 
stands, paying customers. 

Never was that more evident 
than at the inaugural meet at 


Maryland’s Shawan Downs on 
September 29. Spun out of a 
dream for a 300-acre property in 
Hunt Valley, the race meet had 
all the horse stuff anyone could 
want but was even more impres¬ 
sive in its finished product. 

Attendance was estimated at 
12,000 (without trying too hard). 
Spectators included many from 
Maryland’s deep equestrian 
roots, but the public turned out 


too. Fans of horses, the out¬ 
doors, family outings were 
rewarded at Shawan. 

“The equestrian community^ 
needs to educate the general 
public, and 1 think this was a 
wonderful forum to do that in,” 
said Tracey Weinberg, whose 
company was hired to market 
the event. “Topically, horse peo¬ 
ple know their own disciplines, 
they follow their own disciplines, 
and this became more of a gen¬ 
eral public event rather than just 
a steeplechase event.” 

And that’s the idea. Steeple¬ 
chasing is only as successful as 
its race meets. 

The happier the general pub¬ 
lic is, the more pleased sponsors 
are, the more health the sport 
will have. National Steeplechase 
Association purses aren’t driven 
by betting handle, but they are a 
direct reflection of what hospi¬ 
tality^ tents cost and how many 
people show up at the 35 NSA 
meets. 

Shawan joined Stoneybrook 
(North Carolina) and Little 
Everglades (Florida) as new ven¬ 
ues on the NSA calendar this 
year. All three were successes in 
that they generated interest 
among their horse communities. 



their corporate communities, 
their communities at large. 

“We sold this concept to 
media partners that had no idea 
what steeplechasing was,” said 
Weinberg, president of Balti¬ 
more’s Weinberg Harris and 
Associates. 

“We explained to them the 
concept and we probably got 
about $120,000 worth of in- 
kind promotion [WMAR-TV, 
WBAL Radio and The Daily 
Record business publication] and 
they all want first refusal for 
next year. That was a big part of 
the success,” said Weinberg. 
“This isn’t a horse event, it’s an 
event—a public event.” 

In that description, steeple¬ 
chasing competes with golf 
tournaments, concerts, craft 
fairs, bicycle races, foot races, 
youth soccer games. And wins. 
There are only a handful of 
sporting events in the U.S. that 
can bring 10,000 people out on a 
weekend, and steeplechase 
meets do that with regularity 
throughout the country. 

Many horsepeople don’t see 
steeplechasing beyond the rac¬ 
ing, but the effort that goes into 
a meet like Shawan rivals any 
undertaking. It’s a big job. A new 
meet must build a course, sell 
sponsorships, recruit volunteers, 
coordinate advertising, create 
sales materials, strategi 2 e with 
experts like Weinberg. 

The checklist must be a 
book, especially considering the 
various contingencies. What if it 
rains? What if there’s an emer¬ 
gency? W^ho’s responsible for 
what? How do we keep people 
interested? Race meet organiz¬ 
ers worry about everything from 
the length of the grass to the 
catering bill. 

In steeplechasing, there’s 
long been a gap between the 
thinking of the horse trainer and 
the thought process of the race 
meet—much like the race track 
vs. horsemen scenario in flat 
racing (only not so acrimonious). 

Thanks to Shawan—and two 
other new meets this year—the 
distance appears to be closing. 
And we all are better for it. #

Hoist the Flag 
raised standard 
for many 
generations 


I n 1968, there was born a phe¬ 
nomenon named Hoist the 
Flag, whose presence on the 
track was brief but brilliant, and 
whose influence on the breed, 
especially in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, has been significant. 

Hoist the Flag was bred by 
John M. Schiff and was from the 
first crop sired by 1965 3-year- 
old champion and Preakness vic¬ 
tor Tom Rolfe (by *Ribot). His 
dam was the two-time winner 
Wav\' Navy, a daughter of War 
Admiral and French-bred 
*Triomphe, a hurdler who won 
the New York Turf Writers Cup 
as a 4-year-old. 

Hoist the Flag was sold as a 
weanling to John Gaines and 
James Houlahan and then resold 
to Mrs. Stephen C. Clark Jr. for 
$37,000 at the 1969 Saratoga 
Yearling sales. He was already a 
big colt when he came to the 
races at 2, which was somewhat 
surprising considering that 
three-quarters of his pedigree 
consisted of the bantams Tom 
Rolfe and War Admiral. Trained 
by Marylander Sidney Watters, 
the strapping bay made his debut 
on September 11 at Belmont, in 
a six-furlong maiden event 
which he won with ease. 

About two weeks later, he 
won again, this time by five 
lengths, and then moved up to 
stakes in the Cowdin Stakes (at 
seven furlongs). According to 
the Daily Racing lorw's Charles 
flatton. Hoist the Flag “dashed 
through the field like a fox scat¬ 


tering a barnyard of chickens.” 
His lugging-in in the stretch did 
not go unnoticed, and when he 
did something similar with a lit- 
de less finesse in the Champagne 
Stakes nine days later, the stew¬ 
ards took his number down. He 
had finished three facile lengths 
ahead of Limit to Reason, but 
was disqualified to last for cut¬ 
ting across the longshot Close 
Decision. 

That ended Hoist the Flag’s 
championship season, a mere 30 
days of competition with no one 
finishing ahead of him in four 
starts. He was the ob\dous choice 
for highweight on the Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap, and the 
winter book favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby. He made his 3- 
year-old debut at Bowie, winning 
by 15 lengths. Next time out was 
the Bay Shore Stakes, in which 
he romped by seven lengths, 
leaving in his wake Droll Role, 
Jim French and Limit to Reason. 

A little more than a week 
after that victory. Hoist the Flag 
took a bad step in a morning 
work, incurring life-threatening 
injuries to the pastern and can¬ 
non bone of his right hind leg. 
In his absence, Canonero II 
went on to win the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness, and take 
the 3-year-old championship. 

After a long recovery. Hoist 
the Flag was sent to Claiborne 
Farm to stand the 1972 season. 
A success from the outset, his 
stud career was cut short in 
March 1980 when he fractured

his left foreleg. Complications 
following surgery necessitated 
Hoist the Flag’s euthanization 
that May at age 12. 

In only eight full seasons at 
stud. Hoist the Flag sired 51 
stakes winners from 245 foals, 
including multiple European 
champion Alleged, winner of the 
Prix de I’Arc de Triomphe-Gl in 
1977 and 1978. While his only 
other champion was the 1976 2- 
year-old filly Sensational, Hoist 
the Flag sired additional Grade 1 
winners Stalwart, Linkage, Fly¬ 
ing Partner, May Day Eighty and 
Delta Flag, as well as 16 other 
graded winners, including Fifth 
Marine, Cuzwuzwrong, San Juan 
Hill, Strike Your Colors, Up the 
Flagpole, At Ease, True Colors, 
Flag Officer, A Thousand Stars, 
Blue Ensign, Ginistrelli and 
Wedding Party. He sired many 
good 2-year-olds, a number of 
whom improved at 3, and a bet¬ 
ter than average number of 
good winners on the turf going 
into the middle distances. 

Hoist the Flag had an excel¬ 
lent nick with *Princcquillo, 


especially through his son Prince 
John. This cross appears in the 
dam sire of Alleged, Fifth 
Marine, True Colors, Ginistrelli, 
Hoist the Silver and Lords, and 
in the second dams of Stalwart, 
May Day Eighty, At Ease, Flag 
Officer and Wedding Party. The 
nick is a sub-branch of the more 
general *Ribot/*Princequillo 
nick, and is notable here since it 
represents line breeding to 
*Princequillo, who also appears 
behind the second dam of Hoist 
the Flag’s sire Tom Rolfe. 

Hoist the Flag’s next best 
cross was with Bold Ruler, found 
in the dam sire of Sensational, 
Strike Your Colors, At Ease, Flag 
Officer, Blue Ensign, Wedding 
Party, Thirty Flags, Ms. Ross and 
Color Bearer. In fact, many of 
these also had *Princequillo in 
their second dams, just as many 
of the *Princequillo crosses 
noted above were accompanied 
by crosses of Bold Ruler’s sire 
*Nasrullah. In other words. 
Hoist the Flag’s genetics simply 
loved the *Nasrullah/*Prince- 
quillo cross. 
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It’s interesting that his third 
best nick was with *Nasrullah’s 
close relative *Royal Charger, 
especially via *Turn-to and his 
sons Cyane, First Landing and 
Sir Gaylord. Sir Gaylord was by 
*Turn-to on a *Princequillo 
mare. 

Mid-Adantic breeders were 
partial to Hoist the Flag, and 
one who had especially good 
luck with him was Christiana 
Stable, which bred the brother- 
sister duo of Linkage and Glory 
Glory, and another good one in 
Oh Say, all out of mares by 
Cyane. Linkage, who has stood 
in Virginia since the early 1990s 
and was recently relocated to 
Liberty Hall Farm in Rixeyville, 
won the Blue Grass Stakes-Gl 
and so was the better runner, 
but Oh Say, standing at Green 
Willow Farms in Maryland, has 
been by far the better sire. 

Oh Say (out of Light Hearted 
by Cyane) has sired 24 stakes 
winners to date, topped by Grade 
1 winner Sham Say, as well as the 
good runners Sallysay, Balotra, 
Say Capp, Ogle, Land Ahoy and 
Verbal Volley. His daughters 
have become excellent stakes 
producers, dams of runners 
such as Mellow Roll (by Distinc¬ 
tive Pro), In Frank’s Honor (by 
Lost Code), Rare Executive (by 
Bold Executive), and Dixieland 
Sham (by Dixieland Band). 
They’ve done well with Allen’s 
Prospect and other Mr. Pros¬ 
pector-line sires, as well as 
Northern Dancer-line sires. 

The best by Linkage (out of 
Unity Hall by Cyane) have been 
Bio (G2), as well as Learn by 
Heart, Orange Sunshine (G3), 
and Mercy Me. His daughters 
have produced Grade 1 winners 
Cat’s Cradle (by Flying Paster) 
and lank River (by Gone West), 
and another daughter. Talk and 
Talk, is the dam of three stakes 
winners from her first three 
foals. Linkage mares have crossed 
especially well with *Nasrullah 
and Mr. Prospector-line sires. 

Mrs. Richard C. duPont also 
had success with Hoist the Flag, 
getting the good stakes mare 
Thirty Flags and Irish stakes 
winner Salutely. The latter, out 
of the grand race mare Politely, 
died at Green Willow in 1994, 
but sired 16 stakes winners, 
including graded winners Mz. 
Zill Bear and Alcovy. His son 
Mr. Zill Bear (a full brother to 


Mz. Zill Bear) stands at Elber- 
ton Hill Farm in Maryland, and a 
stakes-winning son. First Patriot, 
is also at stud in Maryland at 
Williams Grove Farm. Salutely’s 
daughters have produced stakes 
winners Anarex (by Carnivalay) 
and Sweet Music (by Melodisk). 

Salutely’s winning brother 
Patriotically stands at Kennersley 
Farm in Maryland and has sired 
four stakes winners. Another 
Hoist the Flag son, stakes- 
placed U. S. Flag, has sired seven 
stakes winners and in recent 
years was moved from New 
Jersey to Linwood Stables in 
Pennsylvania. 

In the 1980s and ’90s, several 
other sons and grandsons of 
Hoist the Flag made names for 
themselves in the region. Chris¬ 
tiana-bred Magic Banner stood 
in the region and sired stakes 
winners. Pilot Ship—a brother 
to two stakes winners. Flying 
Above and Fort Monroe (all out 
of Riva Ridge’s sister Barranca) 
—^was being used primarily as a 
teaser until his daughter Bug 
Eyed Betty made him a proud 
papa of a stakes winner. 

Another noteworthy descen¬ 
dant of Hoist the Flag to prove 
influential in the Mid-Atlantic 
region was Marine Brass, a good 
winner by Hoist the Flag’s son 
Fifth Marine. Marine Brass’s 
best offspring was the Grade 2 
stakes-winning mare Brilliant 
Brass, representing his nick with 
mares by Brilliant Protege, a 
Secretariat half-brother to 
Majestic Light. Note that Secre¬ 
tariat came from the Bold Ruler/ 
*Princequillo nick that Hoist the 
Flag nicked so well with. Brilliant 
Protege’s dam was by *Ribot, so 
the cross set up a pattern of 
linebreeding to that horse. Hoist 
the Flag’s paternal grandsire. 

Hoist the Flag earned a repu¬ 
tation as a good sire of sires. 
Besides those regional stallions 
named, his other successful sons 
at stud have included AUeged 
(who became a leading sire); 
California’s local favorite Pirate’s 
Bounty; Florida’s consistent 
Blue Ensign; the steady Ken¬ 
tucky-based Stalwart; Louisi¬ 
ana’s Bayou Hebert; plus Grade 
1-siring Zoning (sire of Joe’s 
Tammie), Hoist the Silver (sire 
of Very Subtle) and Aferd (sire 
of Precocity). 

On the distaff side. Hoist the 
Flag proved to be a tremendous 


broodmare sire. One of his best 
daughters was the stakes winner 
Hay Patcher, dam of multiple 
Grade 1 winner and leading sire 
Broad Brush, and Hay Halo, 
who stands at Legacy Farm in 
Virginia after many years in 
Maryland and a stint in Texas. 
Another Hoist the Flag daughter 
was Grecian Banner, 1988 brood¬ 
mare of the year and dam of the 
champion filly Personal Ensign 
and her brother, the important 
New York sire Personal Flag. 

Hoist the Flag’s royally bred 
daughter Raise the Standard (a 
half-sister to Northern Dancer) 
produced the outstanding brood¬ 
mares Coup de Folie and Bonita 
Francita, who between them 
have produced seven graded/ 
group winners, including Machi¬ 
avellian, Exit to Nowhere, Coup 
de Genie, Orpen and Jules. 

Naval Grange produced the 
top runner and classic sire 
Cryptoclearance, whose good 
son Crypto Star (dam by Sir Ivor, 
a son of Sir Gaylord), stands at 
Murmur Farm in Maryland. 


Hoist the Flag’s daughter 
Raclette was the dam of Tong 
Po and Willamae (dam of Citi- 
dancer. Will’s Way, WiUa On the 
Move and Lady Reiko-Ire). Citi- 
dancer stands at Country Life 
Farm in Maryland. 

Hoist the Flag has left a 
strong influence on the breed as 
a whole, primarily as a source of 
stamina, which is unusual given 
his own race record but not so 
surprising considering his pedi¬ 
gree of *Ribot on War Admiral 
on Tourbillon. 

But the author will always 
remember him as he was on the 
day she visited Claiborne Farm 
in March 1976. He was moving 
nonchalantly, stealthily, down the 
fence line—a sleek, dark panther 
prowling behind a group of 
tourists who were admiring his 
neighbor Round Table. Their 
backs were turned, and Hoist the 
Flag swooped in for the kill, 
making a quick dive to grab at a 
hooded jacket. Lesson learned. 
Never forget Hoist the Flag. 
He’s always lurking, waiting to 
make his presence known. ♦

S tabled horses offered water 
in buckets drink significant¬ 
ly more than those who get 
their water from an automatic 
water bowl. Horses that drink 
from an automatic waterer with 
a float valve with a flow rate of 3 
liters/minute drink the least 
amount of water, while horses 
drinking from a waterer with a 
pressure valve with a flow rate of 
8 liters/minute drink slightly 
more, according to recent 
Swedish research. 

Further, and not surprisingly, 
the physiological response to 
exercise, whether of short (such 
as flat racing) or long (such as 
endurance racing) duration, will 
be affected in horses that do not 
drink enough water. 

In addition, the researchers, 
from the Swedish University of 


Agricultural Sciences, found that 
horses that will drink a 0.9 per¬ 
cent saline solution will recover 
exercise-induced fluid losses in a 
matter of hours rather than days. 

But to drink at all, a horse 
must feel thirst, and according to 
Sara Nyman, PhD, there is “a 
great individual variation” 
between horses with regard to 
water intake, even under con¬ 
trolled conditions. In her study, 
for example, horses kept under 
identical conditions, receiving 
the same amount of food and 
exercise, drank significandy dif¬ 
ferent amounts of water. 

The research, completed in 
partial fulfillment of Nyman’s 
doctoral degree, explores issues 
of water intake and fluid regula¬ 
tion in horses. 


In her work on how stabled 
horses are given water, Nyman 
found that horses drank 45 per¬ 
cent more from buckets than 
from automatic watering bowls 
that had either a float valve or a 
pressure valve. 

“From the results of this 
work, an automatic bowl cannot 
always be considered free access 
to water,” Nyman said. 

For the study, six Standard- 
bred geldings, aged 2 to 9 years, 
were used. 

All but one of the horses had 
been housed at the Department 
of Medicine & Surgery of the 
Swedish University of Agricul¬ 
tural Sciences, where the study 
took place, for six months to two 
years. The sixth horse arrived six 
weeks before the study began. 

At the department, horses 
drink from automatic waterers 
with float valves (FV). 

For the study, automatic 
waterers with pressure valves 
(PV) and buckets (B) were used 
as well as the FV waterers. Both 
types of automatic waterers 
were recommended for use with 
horses by the manufacturer. 

All horses were tested on 
three combinations of waterers 
to determine preferences for 
flow rate and type of bowl: 1) 
PV with a flow rate of 3 liters/ 
minute (PV3) and PV with a 
flow rate of 8 1/min (PV8); 2) 
PV8 and PV16 (with a flow rate 
of 16 1/min); 3) PV3 and FV3. 


The horses drank 72 percent 
of their total daily water from 
PV8 when PV3 was the alterna¬ 
tive, and 90 percent more from 
PV8 when PV16 was the alterna¬ 
tive. Once a strong preference 
for PV8 was established, PV8 
was tested against the buckets. 
All the horses showed a strong 
preference for drinking from 
buckets—they took 98 percent 
of their total daily water intake 
from the buckets. 

The researchers then studied 
the drinking behavior and fluid 
balance of the horses when they 
received their water from FV3, 
PV8 or B for a week each. Horses 
were videotaped for round-the- 
clock observation. 

According to the researchers, 
although the horses spent more 
time drinking from FV3, their 
daily water intake was signifi¬ 
candy lower than when drinking 
from PV8 or B. FV3 intake aver¬ 
aged 43 ml/kg bodweight (BVC% 
while PV8 averaged 54 ml/kg 
BW and B averaged 58 ml/kg BW 
When the researchers looked at 
fluid balance, horses drinking 
from FV3 had a daily net water 
gain of just 0.5 ml/kg BW, 
which resulted in a negative fluid 
balance once evaporative losses, 
such as sweat, and losses through 
feces and urine were included. 

“It was evident from the 
video recordings that the FV3 
bowl was emptied within a short 
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time, so the horses left the water 
bowl,” Nyman said. The re¬ 
searchers noted that the horses 
drank most of their daily water 
within two hours of feeding. 

“It’s important to remember 
this study was carried out on 
resting horses,” she said. “Horses 
experiencing regular fluid losses, 
for example during repeated 
exercise or lactation, have an 
even greater need for efficient 
rehydration.” *

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AROUND 
THE OVALS 



T he Meadowlands lies seven 
miles from the site of the 
World Trade Center in 
midtown Manhattan. On the 
morning of September 11, back- 
stretch crews watched in horror 
as the disaster unfolded in front 
of their eyes. 

The Meadowlands Sports 
Complex, located on Route 3, a 
major artery into the Lincoln 
Tunnel, was utilized as a staging 
area for relief efforts. Manage¬ 
ment canceled racing from 
September 11 through Septem¬ 
ber 15. Racing secretary Sean 
Greely is carding additional 
weeknight races through the end 
of the meet to compensate for 
the approximately 50 races lost. 


When racing resumed, the 
New Jersey Sports and Expo¬ 
sition Authority, in conjunction 
with the state’s horsemen and 
breeders, announced it would 
donate all wagering takeout and 
admission fees from the 
September 28 Meadowlands 
Cup-G2 to the National Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Association’s 
New York Heroes Fund. The 
three organizations guaranteed a 
minimum $100,000 donation. 

Monmouth Park and Mead¬ 
owlands reportedly will rejoin 
the NTRA in 2002. Breeders’ 
Cup officials toured Monmouth 
Park in August and the Meadow¬ 
lands in September as a prelimi¬ 
nary step toward considering the 


tracks as sites for the World 
Thoroughbred Championships. 
A race track must be an NTRA 
member in order to host 
Breeders’ Cup day. 

Damon Thayer, Breeders’ 
Cup’s director of marketing, said 
the visits were a “preliminary 
step” toward a bid for either 
NJSEA track to host the World 
Thoroughbred Championships 
“later this decade.” 

The focus returned to graded 
stakes action on September 21 
with the $200,000 Boiling Springs 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3 
drawing an overflow field of 16. 

Mother Nature, however, had 
different ideas. Heavy rains on 
September 19 and 20 turned the 
track to slop and forced the 
Boiling Springs off the turf 
That caused 12 scratches and 
cost the race its graded status. 
The North American Graded 
Stakes Committee balked at re¬ 
instating the Boiling Springs as a 
graded stakes on September 27. 

Still, that didn’t matter much 
to owner Lee Lewis and trainer 
Mark Hennig, as multiple graded 
stakes winner Mystic Lady 
posted a frontrunning five and a 
half-length victory over three 
overmatched rivals to win the 
mile and a sixteenth Boiling 
Springs in 1:42.63. 

Mystic Lady (by Thunder 
Gulch) posted her seventh victo¬ 
ry in 14 starts. She won the 
January 21 Herecomesthebride 
Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park, 
the April 13 Fantasy Stakes-G2 


at Oaklawn Park and the May 27 
Jersey Derby-G3 (over colts) at 
Monmouth. 

Hennig said he was pointing 
Mystic Lady to a return engage¬ 
ment at Meadowlands in the 
$200,000 Honey Bee Handicap- 
G3 on November 2 before ship¬ 
ping her to Florida for a winter 
vacation. 

Racing returned to the turf 
on September 22 and J. Mack 
Robinson’s Crash Course, a 
horse who was almost retired 
due to musculoskeletal problems, 
upset the Cliff Hanger Handi- 
cap-G3 at odds of better than 6-1. 

The 5-year-old Holy Bull 
gelding notched his first graded 
stakes victory for Hall of Fame 
trainer Warren A. (Jimmy) Croll 
with the help of stablemate 
Regal Bull, who set fast fractions 
in the mile and a sixteenth race. 
Jockey Rick Wilson bided his 
time at the back of the pack and 
launched a last-to-first move in 
the final eighth, stopping the 
teletimer in 1:43.14 over a good 
turf course. 

Rain rarely promotes quality 
racing, but mid-September’s in¬ 
clement weather did prove that 
the re-banking of the Meadow¬ 
lands surface worked wonders. 
The track had been steeply 
banked for harness racing, caus¬ 
ing many Thoroughbred cards to 
be canceled because of drainage 
problems in recent years. 

The Sports Authority called 
in help from officials at Hoosier 
Park, who worked with track

superintendent Dave Harring¬ 
ton. Results were immediate, 
according to Meadowlands 
morning-line maker and handi- 
capper Brad Thomas. 

“I saw horses who couldn’t 
even handle a fast track here last 
year run well in the slop,” 
Thomas said. Scratches were 
minimi 2 ed in dirt races as the 
track handled the rain in fine 
fashion. 

A 3-year-old to watch in the 
handicap ranks emerged on 
September 22. Martin Schwartz’s 
Bowman’s Band, a supplemen¬ 
tal entry in the $75,000 Sum¬ 
ming Stakes at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth for 3-year-olds, cruised to 
a length and a half victory in 
1:42.50 with Richard Migliore in 
the irons. By Dixieland Band, 
Bowman’s Band is bred to love 
distance, which has trainer John 
Kimmel shooting for a big prize 
with the lightly raced runner. 

“We’re going to take a shot at 
the Pegasus Handicap-G2 [a 
$250,000 race that was to be run 
at Meadowlands on October 
19]. The way he’s been running, 
why not? There are not too 
many races left for straight 3- 
year-olds,” Kimmel said. 

Bowman’s Band broke his 
maiden at first asking at Bel¬ 
mont Park by five and a half 
lengths on June 8 and took a 
non-winners of one allowance 
event at Saratoga by four and a 
half lengths on September 1. 
Both races were at seven fur¬ 
longs. 

The presence of Disco Rico 
and Say Florida Sandy scared 
most everyone away from the 
$100,000 Paterson Handicap on 
September 7, a six-furlong sprint 
and part of the MATCH sprint 
series. Only Janis Gerace was 
willing to send New Jersey-bred 
Loaded Gun into the fray. 

Disco Rico, the 7-10 favorite, 
was run down in the stretch by 
7-year-old Say Florida Sandy, 
who took command at the six¬ 
teenth pole and won under wraps 
by a length and a half in 1:09.11. 

“Juan [trainer Juan Serey] has 
done an awesome job with this 
horse,” said jockey Aaron 
Gryder. “It’s hard to keep a 
horse at a peak like this. All year 
long, his coat has been dappled 
and he’s carried his weight.” 


Serey said the primary goal 
for Say Florida Sandy was to 
take on Kona Gold and Caller 
One, among others, in the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl on 
October 27. 

“This is a real nice horse,” 
Serey said. “It doesn’t look like 
this race took that much out of 
him.” 

Apprentice jockeys held the 
one-two spots through the first 
three weeks of the Meadow¬ 
lands meet. Julian Pimentel 
recorded 13 wins in 50 starts 
through September 26. Victor 
Carrero was in second place at 
eight-for-60. Red-hot Jeremy 
Rose was tied for third place 
with seven victories in 38 mounts. 
Monmouth champ Eibar Coa 
had seven wins in 43 attempts. 

Trainer J. Willard Thomp¬ 
son, who this year won his first 
Monmouth training title since 
1977, is bidding for the sweep. 
Thompson’s barn continues to 
sizzle, with six winners, two sec¬ 
onds and two thirds in 18 starts. 
That’s a gaudy 33.33 percent win 
ratio and a 55.56 in-the-money 
percentage. 

When Nick Santagata 
guided Shady Oak Farm’s Marry 
Me past the wire on September 
29, it marked the 24th consecu¬ 
tive year that the journeyman 
rider has won at least one race at 
the Meadowlands—adding to a 
record he already owns. Santa¬ 
gata is honing in on two more 
milestones: 8,000 mounts and 
1,000 Meadowlands wins, easily 
the most ever at the East Ruther¬ 
ford oval. And he’s not about to 
stop. 

“I’ve won about 100 races at 
Philadelphia Park this year,” said 
the 44-year-old Brooklyn, N.Y.- 
born rider. “Career-wise, I’d like 
to win 4,000 and 1,000 at the 
Meadowlands. Right now, 1 
think I have 3,410 wins total and 
961 at the Meadowlands. Those 
are my two goals.” 

Santagata has a total of 7,778 
Meadowlands mounts with 962 
trips to the winner’s circle for 
earnings of just over $12.6 mil¬ 
lion at the track. 

What has changed about 
Santagata, if anything, in the 
past several seasons? 

“Not much,” he said. “I feel 
good. 1 don’t have any problems 


with my weight. There’s a lot of 
competition here now, especiaUy 
with the purse structure as high 
as it is. Jockeys are going to be 
coming from Delaware Park, 
from New York and for the 
stakes, from California. It’s very 
tough here now. You just have to 
get live mounts. I’m a 15 percent 
rider at Philly. Give me some live 
horses and I’ll get the job done.” 

The veteran’s last two Mead¬ 
owlands meetings have not been 
vintage Santagata. Normally the 
journeyman posted approxi¬ 
mately 50 victories from 400 
mounts. Over the last two years, 
his production fell to 1999 and 
2000 totals of just 163 and 166 
mounts and 16 and 20 wins, 
respectively. 


“The last two years have been 
off seasons for me,” noted 
Santagata, whose first career win 
was recorded at Keystone (now 
Philadelphia Park) on February 
2, 1978 with Rapid Invader. 

“This year I want to improve 
on those. My idol is Laffit Pincay 
Jr. You look at what a guy like 
that is doing now. Just four or 
five years ago he had some bad 
years and a lot of people thought 
he was done. It’s great seeing 
how well he’s doing, and I think 
he’s 54 years old. He’s my idol. A 
guy like Laffit is what it’s all 
about,” he said. 

“I wouldn’t be doing this any 
more if it wasn’t fun. I’d probably 
be a bowler,” mused Santagata, 
who has a perfect 300 game. ♦

G atsas Thoroughhrcds’s 
Gander is a 5-ycar-oId 
gelding, but gender not- 
wathstanding, he has worn the 
I tag of bridesmaid for two 
straight seasons. 

(Wners 7ed and Mike Gatsas 
scored moral victory after moral 
victory as the New ^brk-bred 
son of Cormorant valiantly 
chased the likes of 200<) h(.)rse 
of the year d’iznow in last year’s 
Breeders’ Cup Cdassic-Gl and 
hit the board consistently while 
competing against top handicap 
horses Lemon Drop Kid, 
Behrens, Albert the Great, 

’ Captain Steve and Lido Palace 
[ (f'^ii) in prestigious Grade 1 
I races. 

A frontrunning type who 
almost never runs a clinker, 
Ciander bankrolled $1,004,128 
without winning a graded stakes. 

In the $500,000 Meadow- 
lands Cup-G2 on September 28, 
(jander appeared to be on his 
way to another thwarted attempt 
at that elusive breakthrough vic¬ 
tory. Jockey John Velazquez, 
aboard the gray, set a soft quar¬ 
ter-mile fraction of :24.75 while 
on the lead. But Robert L. 
M ey erh o f f’s Mary land -b red 
Include, winner of the Pimlico 
Special Handicap-Gl with Jerry 
Bailey ab(^ard, w^as poised to 
sw’oop by b(Yth (jander and Pin 
()ak Stable’s Broken \’ow^ in 
deep stretch. 

The script was ab(jut to have 
its usual ending for Gander s con¬ 
nections until the three horses, 
racing abreast, were inside the 
final 70 yards. Gander, in receipt 
of seven pounds from Include 



and six from Bn^ken Vow, fi^und 
resolve and gamely got a head in 
front of Broken Vow at just the 
right moment, with Include 
another neck back in third. 
Gander covered the mile and an 
eighth over a fast track in 1:47.11. 

Strategy in the five-horse 
field, wLich w'as filled out bv the 
overmatched pair of Harrington 
Sound and C^pen Sesame, was 
critical. And Velazquez knew it. 

“He broke so w'ell and once 
he got out there I knew’ he w’as 
going to let me do what I wanted 
to make the other guys have to 
work to get me,” Velazquez said. 
“1 studied the race beforehand 
and 1 told [trainer John Terra- 
nova] that I’ve got the one-hole, 
and I’d like to go to the lead and 
make them w’ork hard. He 
agreed with that.” 

Broken Vow, who took 
Monmouth’s Philip H. Iselin 
Handicap-G2 in August, stayed 
close to Gander through a half- 
mile in :48.78 and six fiirlongs in 
1:11.99. But W’hatever toll the 
earl}’ fractions took on Gander 
was mitigated b}' the racing luck 
he enjoyed on the far turn. 

Broken \b\v and jockey 
Ramon Dominguez flr^ated wide 
for the stretch drive, w’hich 
forced Bailey to take Include 


into the five-path. The extra real 
estate both covered proved the 
dilterence, as Include hung in 
the final yards and Broken Vow 
fought to no avail. 

“He ran alongside those 
horses, and 1 thought he was 
going to go by them,” Bailey said 
of Include, w^hose sire Broad 
Brush won the 198^ running of 
the Meadowdands Cup, then a 
Grade 1 event. “A horse as good 
as he is should go by them, but 
he didn’t do that tonight.” 

The Gatsas’s celebration in 
the winner’s circle w^as happy but 
subdued, just as most profes¬ 
sional sports victories have been 
in the w^ake of the World 'frade 
Center tragedy. 

“He’s such a game horse witli 
a ton of heart,” said Ted Gatsas 
before accepting tlie Meadowy- 
lands cup. “Needless to say, this 
is our biggest \ictorv” 

Terranova picked the Cup 
over the Wor^dward after Gander’s 
tiring fourth-place performance 
in the August 19 Saratoga 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2 
won by Aptitude, and etjuipped 
the gelding w^ith blinkers and a 
shadowy roll for night racing. 

“VC'e marked this race down 
alter that. We brought him back 
a little too soon after the XX'hit- 


ney. It seemed the WAodward 
may be coming up as the race of 
the year, so we opted for tliis,” 
Terranova said. “We’ve never 
been able to get that big (jne, but 
tonight was the night.” 

Gander returned $10.20 to 
wdn and keyed a $29.40 exacta 
wnth Broken Vow^. 

Trainer Graham Motion 
waited lor Broken Vow Kt return 
after the race and tried to make 
sense of the upset. “I thought i 

Include was the one w^e had to | 

beat. I didn’t think they’d run 
this slow; it was too slow' for 
these kinds of horses over this 
track. It looked like w’e had him 
at the eighth pole, but the first 
quarter gave Gander enough to 
come back at the end,” said 
Motion. 

Gander earned $300,000 in 
the Meadow’lands Cup, wTich 
impraved his bankroll to 
$1,304,128 for his tenth victory 
in 38 starts. He also has seven 
seconds and six thirds to his 
credit.

When these gentlemen team up. 
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astute handicappers usually 
know they mean business— 
especially when Barnett travels 
to New Jersey from his Churchill 
Downs base. 

However, Franks’s Clearly a 
Queen received little backing at 
the mutuel windows in the 
Grade 3 $150,000 Violet Handi¬ 
cap on the Meadowlands Cup 
undcrcard. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Lucky North suc¬ 
cessfully returned from surgery 
to correct an entrapped epiglot¬ 
tis and scored a head victory 
over Queue in 1:43.56 over firm 
turf. 

The second-place finish by 
Queue clinched the M/YFCH 
series’ filly and mare, 3-year-olds 
and up, turf division for owners 
Gerald Robins and Jay Weiss and 
trainer Vinnie Blengs. 

Barnett received Clearly a 
Queen, a listed stakes winner at 
Hialeah this spring, following 
the surgery and prepped the filly 
with a series of works at 
Churchill Downs. 

“She worked well and gal¬ 
loped out strong after every 
time,” Barnett said. “She was 
based with Bill White in Fiorida 
but Mr. Franks didn’t see any 
races there for her, so he sent her 
to me.” 

Chavez asked the filly for run 
from eighth place at the t(3p of 
the stretch, got it, and just lasted 
over Queue. 

“I had a perfect trip. Bobby 
told me to lay behind the speed. 
She gave me a little extra when 
[Queue] came up to her,” said 
Chavez. 

Clearly a Queen returned 
$48.60 to her backers with the 
exacta worth $323.40, Paga (Arg) 
completed a $2,100.80 trifecta. 

Clearly a Queen’s Violet vic¬ 
tory w'as worth $90,000 and she 
sports earnings of $302,241 for 
a six-four-four mark in 18 starts. 

Three competitive listed 
stakes were also on tap for the 
signature evening of the Mea¬ 
dowlands meeting. 

The $75,000 Manila Stakes 
held special meaning for owner 
Christopher Connors and trainer 
Patrick Reynolds. Reynolds 
claimed Eltawaasul from Shad- 
well Stable for $50,000 on 
August 25 at Saratoga. 


'Fhe 5-ycar-old Nureyev horse 
paid immediate dividends, win¬ 
ning the mile and three-eighths 
Manila by a fast-closing neck 
over Spindrift (Ire) and Ready to 
Roll (Ire) in 2:17.94. 

“'Phis is the owner’s first w4n. 
We didn’t have a New Jersey 
license or silks. Now we can 
afford them,” Reynolds said. “1 
claimed the horse because he 
had solid numbers and came 
from a good barn. [Shadwell] 
takes very good care of their 
horses and they’re w^cll-bred. 1 
figured if I could tweak him and 
move him up a litde we’d have a 
nice horse.” 

Jockey John Velazquez angled 
out after being boxed in for most 
of the race and swept past the 
favorite in the final strides. “He 
broke shai*p and stayed with the 
leaders,” Velazquez said. “Once 
he got clear, he ran strong and 
gunned them down.” Eltawaasul 
is mnv seven-for-23 lifetime and 
returned the biggest win price of 
the evening—$67.60. 

The $75,000 Long Look 
Stakes looked on paper like a 
two-horse race between The 
Thoroughbred Corp.’s People’s 
Princess, trained by Bill Mott, 
and Red Oak Stable’s Strolling 
Belle, trained by John Kimmel. 
i\nd it ran true to form. 

People’s Princess, ridden by 
jerry Bailey, hugged the rail 
through the lane, dueled w'ith 
Strolling Belle in the final fur¬ 
long, and posted a neck \ictory. 
Strolling Belle was disqualified 
and placed fourth, as jockey 
Eibar Coa struck Poivre (Chi) 
with his whip during the stretch 
drive.

M aryland had a period of 
four-day-a-week racing 
in September and Octo¬ 
ber, with the usual Wednesday 
through Sunday schedule set to 
resume on November 11. The 
loss of nine Sundays is linked to 
the discontinuation of the state 
grant to purses. It was an alter¬ 
native accepted with great reluc¬ 
tance by the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation, the group representing 
the state’s owners and trainers. 

“Four-day-a-week racing has 
never happened in Maryland 
before. We hope it goes away 
and never happens again,” said 
MTHA president Richard Hoff- 
berger. 

Laurel Park was set to 
resume live racing on October 
17, ending the unscheduled sum¬ 
mer/fall shift to Pimlico. 


Problems with the physical 
plant at Laurel, including cracks 
in the glass panels fronting the 
grandstand and clubhouse, 
prompted the move. 

Lou Raffetto, chief operating 
officer for the Maryland Jockey 
Club, which operates Pimlico 
and Laurel, said repairs have 
been made and the basic struc¬ 
ture of the building has been 
certified as sound. 

Emerging turf star Lady of 
the Future was a “now” horse 
at Pimlico on September 15. 
Rallying from near-last in a field 
of ten, the 3-year-old daughter 
of Eastern Echo drew off to 
score by a length and a half in 
the Waya Stakes, defeating heav¬ 
ily favored Irish invader Preseli 
are). 

The Waya, at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth, was the fifth victory in a 
row, and second turf stakes win, 
for Lady of the Future, whom 
owner Max Pearson purchased 
following her maiden-breaking 
score at Calder last June. It was 
also practically a duplicate of 
her performance in Delaware 
Park’s Hay Patcher Handicap on 
August 27. 

“Don’t get in her way down 
the lane: she’s a tiny little thing 
but she’s game,” commented 
Lady of the Future’s trainer 
Thomas Greene. 

The Da Hoss Stakes—named 
for the Maryland-trained runner 
who overcame age and infirmity 
in 1998 to score a victory (a 
repeat of his 1996 achievement) 
in the Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl—

was dominated by two members 
of the not-so-over-the-hiU gang. 

Seven-year-old Key Lory 
added impressively to his stakes- 
winning streak, leading gate to 
wire in the Da Hoss, a mile and 
an eighth turf event on Septem¬ 
ber 29. Carrying 124 pounds, 
and giving between three and 
five pounds to each of his nine 
rivals, the ungelded son of Key 
to the Mint scored by two and 
three-quarter lengths as 1.2-1 
favorite. Finishing a rallying sec¬ 
ond was another 7-year-old— 
Warrant, owned by William 
Rickman. 

Key Lory, who campaigns for 
owner Mack Fehsenfeld and 
New Jersey-based trainer Dennis 
Manning, had won Delaware 
Park’s Sussex Handicap and the 
Grade 3 Oceanport Handicap at 
Monmouth in his last two out- 
ings. 

Pimlico offered a pair of 
unrestricted six-furlong juvenile 
stakes on September 22, and 
each was won by a frontrunning 
favorite who would appear to 
have a bright future. 

Night Breeze, carrying the 
banner for her breeder Joe AU- 
britton a^azy Lane Farms), pre¬ 
vailed by a length and three- 
quarters in the Toddler Stakes 
for her second victory in as 
many starts. Trained by Graham 
Motion, Night Breeze (by Two 
Punch) is the first foal from Lazy 
Lane’s homebred mare Silent 
Greeting, who is well remem¬ 
bered by many Maryland racing 
fans. 

Silent Greeting (by Secret 
Hello) captured Pimlico’s 1996 


Hilltop Stakes for her first stakes 
win and added to her resume 
two more stakes, including 
Laurel Park’s Martha Washington 
Stakes-G3, amassing $215,303, 
before joining the broodmare 
band at Allbritton’s farm near 
Upperville, Va. 

Holding sway by four and a 
quarter lengths in the Primer 
Stakes was Incredible Carson, 
a Lord Carson gelding who three 
weeks earlier had finished second 
in Philadelphia Park’s Juvenile 
Stakes. Incredible Carson (out of 
Incredible Me, by Mt. Liver¬ 
more) was a S9,000 purchase at 
the 2000 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, where 
his trainer Michael Trombetta 
signed the ticket. Owned by R. 
D. M. Racing Stable, Incredible 
Carson has finished first or sec¬ 
ond in each of his five starts, 
winning three, and boasts earn¬ 
ings thus far of $77,050. 

It wasn’t quite the second 
coming of Secretariat, but Com¬ 
pelling Moon, a 3-year-old 
daughter of Compelling Sound, 
did her best imitation of Secre¬ 
tariat’s Belmont Stakes while rac¬ 
ing for an $8,000 maiden claim¬ 
ing tag on September 14. Under 
“mild coaxing,” the filly bred, 
owned and trained by longtime 
Marylanders Eddie and Linda 
Gaudet opened up an 18-length 
lead in the stretch and scored by 
23 lengths, paying $31.40 to win. 

As of September 29, Dale 
Capiiano had a runaway lead in 
the trainer standings for Pim¬ 
lico’s fall meeting that began 
September 6. From 40 starts, 
Capuano posted a 14-3-2 record. 
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Maryland-based riding super- 
star Travis Dunkelberger 
returned to competition on Sep¬ 
tember 13 after being sidelined 
for five weeks with a broken col¬ 
larbone, and picked up right 
where he left off. 

He won 35 races (18 at 
Pimlico, 16 at Charles Town and 
one at Delaware Park) during the 
next 13 live racing days, boosting 
his total number of wins this 
year to 294, third best in the 
nation. 

Dunkelberger’s trio of Pimlico 
wins on September 29 brought 
him to the top of the fall meet 


jockey standings. As of that date, 
Mark Johnston ranked second 
with 15, followed by Mario 
Pino (13), Rick Wilson (13) and 
Ramon Dominguez (12). 

This season marks the eighth 
consecutive year, and ninth time 
in his 13-year career, that veteran 
jockey Mark Johnston has sur¬ 
passed the 200-win mark in a 
single season. 

“My career has been very 
consistent and 1 owe it to the 
Maryland horsemen,” said the 
30-year-old rider, who won an 
Eclipse Award as the top 
apprentice in the country in 
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1990. “I give a lot of credit to my 
agent, Gordon Becraft, who 
does the right thing to the peo¬ 
ple who are loyal to us.” 

Wave of the future? Appren¬ 
tice Raymond Torres rode four 
winners betu^een September 14 
and 21, two of them 2-year-olds 
breaking their maidens. Riding 
with a seven-pound allowance, 
Torres piloted Elaine Bass ford’s 


Ameri Brilliance to a seven and a 
quarter-length maiden special 
score on September 15 and four 
days later got the job done with 
William J. Solomon’s homebred 
Corporate Revolt, who rallied to 
win by a nose at odds of 17-1. 
That was milestone win number 
40 for Torres, who moves up to 
the next level with a five-pound 
break in weights. ♦

T wice in the month of Sep¬ 
tember Kenneth Taylor’s 
Xtra Heat, a $5,000 pur¬ 
chase as a 2-year-old in training 
at Timonium, gave Delaware 
Park fans a display of her 
extraordinary talent. In her first 
two attempts against older 
mares, she won the $150,000 
Endine Stakes-G3 on September 
8 and followed up with an 11V^- 
length tally in the $100,000 
Sweet and Sassy Stakes on 
September 29. After the Sweet 
and Sassy, trainer John Salzman 
Jr. indicated that he would pay 
the nominating fees for the $1 
million Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
on October 27, and then decide 
whether to enter the 3-year-old 
daughter of Dixieland Heat, 


who was ridden in both of her 
Delaware victories by veteran 
Rick Wilson. 

As of September 29, the bar¬ 
gain buy had earned $1,026,150 
with 17 wins from 20 starts, and 
remained a perfect ten-for-ten at 
six furlongs. 

In the Endine, which was run 
as part of Delaware’s Owners 
Day celebration, heavily favored 
Xtra Heat spurted from the gate 
first and repulsed a mild chal¬ 
lenge from second choice Big 
Bambu, then gradually widened 
her advantage through the 
stretch to complete the distance 
in 1:09.64. Her fractions were a 
quick :21.55, ;44.12 and :56.52. 

In the Sweet and Sassy, only 
three rivals were brave enough to 


face her, and she again broke 
first and was first under the wire, 
timed in 1:10.26. It was a good 
clocking considering the track 
was deep and tiring; older sprint¬ 
ers raced six furlongs in 1:10.69 
in the $100,000 Wilmington 
Stakes two races later. The effort 
earned Xtra Heat a Beyer speed 
figure of 121, the highest in the 
nation in any category (to date) 
in 2001. 

“We took a step in the right 
direction towards the Breeders’ 
Cup,” said Salzman. “The [BC^ 
Sprint will be a tough race, but 
this filly tries hard all the time. 
Chances arc, we’ll probably run 
in the Sprint, but it will be tough.” 

After the Sweet and Sassy, 
Wilson remarked: “Wherever

she goes, I’ll follow. Like I told 
John [Salzman], 1 would not be 
afraid to hook the boys with 
her.” 

Two other stakes highlighted 
the Owners Day card on Septem¬ 
ber 8, the $75,000 (Owners Day 
Handicap at a mile and an eighth 
for 3-year-olds and up, and the 
$75,000 George Rosenberger 
Memorial Stakes for fillies and 
mares at a mile and a sixteenth 
on the turf. 

The Owners Day was won by 
the Buddy Delp-trained Con¬ 
cerned Minister, a 4-year-oId 


Maryland-bred son of Concern 
owned and bred by Robert E. 
Meyerhoff and ridden by Mario 
Pino. Dispatched as the favorite 
in the field of nine, the gelding 
won by a length over Scottish 
Halo and covered the distance 
on a fast track in 1:50.31. Full 
Brush was third. 

It was Concerned Minister’s 
sixth win from 11 starts and only 
his second trip to the post this 
year; he has earned $180,390. 

Crystal Sea, a 4-year-old 
daughter of Sea Hero, wired 
seven rivals in the Rosenberger 


Memorial, scampering by a half- 
length over Anclote, with All 
Spades third. Ridden by Mike 
McCarthy and trained by Robert 
Leonard, Crystal Sea was timed 
in 1:42.45, and she has now 
earned $263,962 with six victo¬ 
ries from 20 starts. 

“She is extremely difficult to 
train and the rider [David Ham- 
mrick] at home that I’ve had for 
a couple months has really set¬ 
tled her down,” said Leonard. 
“He’s patient and quiet and that’s 
what she needs. She just loves 
being ridden at Fair Hill— 
through the fields and up and 
down the hills.” 

Delaware Park was one of 
only a handful of Thoroughbred 
tracks to present a live card on 
Wednesday, September 12, the 
day after the terrorist attacks 
on the World Trade Center and 
the Pentagon. Bill Fasy, the 
track’s chief operating officer, 
said that he had no second 
thoughts about opening for 
business despite the fact that 
many other sporting venues 
closed through that weekend. 

“We made the decision on 
Tuesday [September 11] to total¬ 
ly evacuate the building and call 
off the live card,” said Fasy. 
“However, we decided to listen 
to President Bush’s remarks that 
evening and, based on his state¬ 
ments, we chose to conduct 
business as usual on Wednesday. 
In addition, the governor of 
Delaware opened all state offices 
and facilities, so we followed her 
direction.” 

Fasy said that the week fol¬ 
lowing the attacks saw a dropoff 
in business on both the slots and 
racing ends of the building. 

“It’s had a definite impact on 
our business,” he said. “There’s 
been a softening in the whole 
facility. We don’t know whether 
it’s solely due to the terrorist 
attacks, because normally this 
time of the year our numbers are 
down somewhat.” 

He also said that field sizes 
have remained strong in the wake 
of the popular FiiU Field Festival, 
which ran in July and awarded 
owners a $1,000 bonus if a race 
they entered went with eight or 
more starters. No decision had 
been made about whether Dela¬ 


ware will try the promotion again 
in 2002. 

Balarat, the $12,500 claim by 
trainer Tim Ritchey for owner 
John Barberino, recorded his 
sixth victory of 2001 with an 
off-the-pace score in a $35,000 
starter handicap on September 
22 under apprentice Jeremy Rose. 
The 4-year-old son of Robin des 
Pins covered the mile and a 
quarter in 2:06.22 and earned 
$21,000, boosting his earnings 
for the year to $157,030. Life¬ 
time, he’s won seven of 26 starts. 

Sassy Hound, who made a 
successful foray to Canterbury 
Park on August 4, capturing the 
$100,000 Rapid Transit in the 
Claiming Crown finals, proved 
that victory was no fluke as he 
dominated a solid group of 
sprinters in the $100,000 Wilm¬ 
ington Handicap on September 
29. Bred in Maryland by William 
R. Harris, the 4-year-old son of 
Deerhound is trained by Ben 
Feliciano J r. and owned by Toby 
Roth. In the Wilmington, Sassy 
Hound never was headed and 
won by two and a half lengths 
under Mark Johnston, defeating 
Monk’s Falcon and Max’s Pal. 
He was timed in 1:10.69 and 
now has won 11 of 19 starts and 
$311,858. 

Philip and Marcia Cohen and 
Steve Klesaris’s Booklet, a juve¬ 
nile son of Notebook trained by 
Klesaris, scored an easy victory 
in the $75,000 Dover Stakes on 
September 22. Ridden by Eibar 
Coa, who won the Monmouth 
Park riding title. Booklet made 
every pole a winning one, com¬ 
ing home four and three-quarter 
lengths in front of Ride the 
Tiger, with Jeremy Rose. Mid¬ 
watch, with Mario Verge aboard, 
was third. The final time for the 
mile was 1:38.65, and Booklet has 
now won three times from four 
starts and earned $99,700. #

F ormer Pennwood Racing 
Inc. president Richard 
Orbann, 48, has found him¬

able to run their horses back for 
15 days. We’ve petitioned the 
state racing commission about 
that.” 

Orbann said he plans to 
become more involved with 
horsemen in the next six to eight 
months, and said that he’s willing 
to consider having Penn National 
rejoin the National Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Association 
(NTRA). 

“1 would be glad to talk to the 
NTRA about membership,” he 
said. “In the past, this track has 
always been supportive of indus¬ 
try goals and trends.” 

As he’s done aU year, David 
Cora tops the jockey standings 
through October 9, holding a 
13-win lead over Carlos Nieto, 
34 to 21. Emilio Flores was third 
with 20 victories. The fall/winter 
meet began on September 1.

T he West Virginia Futurity, 
one of the last true futuri¬ 
ties in Thoroughbred horse 
racing, will be run Saturday, 
November 17 at Charles Town. 

The seven-furlong event for 
2-year-olds is worth $50,000, 
and racing secretary Jimmy 
Hammond says there’s little 
doubt it will be split into two 
divisions, each carrying a $25,000 
purse. 

Prospective runners must be 
nominated before they are born. 

“If a horse is nominated, 
that horse is eligible to run in the 
futurity,” Hammond said. “We 
have some outstanding 2-year- 
olds on the grounds; we expect 
quite a few entries. We had 25 2- 
year-olds nominated for a West 
Virginia Breeders Classics prep 
race back in September.” 

You never know where a 
winner will come from, and 
sometimes an apparent mistake 
can turn into a good thing. Just 
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ask Sam Engle, proprietor of 
Willowdale Farms in Charles 
Town, WWa. 

On September 22, Engle won 
Charles Town’s Golden Gull 
Stakes with homebred filly Third 
Prospect. But the story reaUy 
begins in 1973 when Engle and 
his parmer John Hanna (secre¬ 
tary of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association) claimed a filly 
named Cherish Me. 

“She looked like a real run¬ 
ner,” said Hanna. “She looked so 
good that I put a claim in on her 
without telling Sam.” Unfortu¬ 
nately, Cherish Me failed to fin¬ 
ish that race, and had to be 
removed from the track in the 
horse ambulance. 

“I didn’t want to call Sam to 
tell him we had claimed a horse 
that probably wouldn’t run 
again,” said Hanna. However, 
Engle took the news in stride 
and eventually bought out 
Hanna and turned their racing 
prospect into a broodmare. 

“That was one of the best 
things I ever did in this busi¬ 
ness,” said Engle. Cherish Me 
went on to produce five stakes 
horses with combined earnings 
of more than $400,000, includ¬ 
ing Third Prospect’s dam Third 
Edition, who won Charles 
Town’s Suebee Handicap in 
1988. 

“That $2,500 mare sure has 
been good to me,” Engle said. 
“If those babies were running at 
Charles Town now, I would have 
won well over a million dollars in 
purse money.” 

Engle has always enjoyed rac¬ 
ing his horses at Charles Town. 
“I have met a lot of good people 
over the years and 1 enjoy the 
camaraderie when I go to see my 
horses run,” he said. 

Engle’s current trainer Jeff 
Reighder used to gallop one of 
his former runners. Dark Lane, 
when he was in high school. 
“Jeff was a hard worker then and 
still is, plus now he is a darn 
good horseman,” he said. 

Third Prospect won her first 
stakes handily and looks to have 
a very bright future. 

“Any win is great, but a stakes 
win seems to really whet my 
appetite for more,” Engle said. 


The near future was setting 
up really well for Third Prospect 
as well. She is a West Virginia- 
bred, which would allow her to 
run in the West Virginia Classics 
(October 13). Then two weeks 
later, because she is by a Virginia 
sire (Magic Prospect), she could 
run in a restricted Virginia 
Breeders Fund stakes at Dela¬ 
ware Park. 

“Sometimes things have a 
way of working out in your favor 
if you stick with it,” Engle con¬ 
cluded. 

Richard (Dickie) Moore, 
director of racing, says the track 
will maintain its five-day-a- 
week schedule for the remain¬ 
der of 2001. 

“When we started the five 
days in July, we weren’t sure what 
impact it would have,” Moore 
said. “Things have worked out 
very well. If all goes well, we will 
race 233 days this year.” 

The West Virginia State 
Racing Commission requires the 
track to run a minimum of 210 
days a year. 

“Race tracks are required, by 
law, to run a minimum number 
of days, but dates can be extend¬ 
ed with the support of the 
horsemen and the commission,” 
Moore added. “Everybody was 
in agreement on this issue.” 

Charles Town will not con¬ 
duct live racing on Thanksgiving 
Day, November 22, or Christ¬ 
mas Day. Racing will be con¬ 
ducted December 26 through 
30. 

Charlie O’Bannon, former 
track superintendent, has had a 
difficult year. The 82-year-old 
O’Bannon had open heart sur¬ 
gery in November 2000, and 
then had his left leg amputated 
earlier this year as a result of dia¬ 
betes complications. 

O’Bannon began employ¬ 
ment at Charles Town in 1958 
and was named track superin¬ 
tendent in 1963. He retired in 
1985, then returned to his for¬ 
mer duties for another five years 
until calling it quits in 1997. ♦

Trainer 
Tim

T rainer Tim Tullock Jr. par¬ 
layed a humble beginning 
on the Massachusetts fair 
circuit to a victory this summer 
in a graded stakes at Saratoga. 

And he’s done it the long, 
hard way. VCTien Steve Barberino’s 
Buster’s Daydream triumphed in 
the Grade 2 $100,000 Sanford 
Stakes on July 26 at the Spa— 
after winning the Flash and 
Tremont Stakes, both Grade 3 
events at Belmont Park—it rep¬ 
resented a nearly 20-year jour¬ 
ney for Tullock, 37, a native of 
Great Barrington, Mass. 

From the lowly New Eng¬ 
land fairs to Delaware Park to 
Maryland, where he’s set up 
shop at Laurel Park with 15 
horses, Tullock has learned, 
invested his time and gradually 
improved his stock. 

In 1999, he saddled his first 
stakes winner, Z Cool. In 2000, 
three more stakes victories fol¬ 
lowed, with Marys Prospect and 
Sheldons Jet. And in 2001, he’s 
won four stakes, three of them 
graded, with juveniles Buster’s 



Daydream and Square Cut Dia¬ 
mond. 

But Tullock’s journey is far 
from complete. “Fd like to even¬ 
tually be based in New York,” he 
said. “And winning the Kentucky 
Derby—or any Triple Crown 
race—is a goal of mine. To suc¬ 
ceed, you have to surround your¬ 


self with the right people, and 
from my owners to my exercise 
rider I think Fve done that.” 

Tullock grew up around 
horses, having his own pony at 
the tender age of 18 months. At 
14, he was spending time at 
Great Barrington, and soon 
began working with trainer Joe 


Cesarini. In 1977, Cesarini left 
town and gave Tullock responsi¬ 
bility for several old claimers, 
and he began learning by trial 
and error. In 1996, he left New 
England and made the move to 
Delaware Park, and that year met 
owner John Barberino, who 
eventually introduced Tullock to 
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his brother Steve, a car dealer¬ 
ship owner who lives near Bur¬ 
lington, Conn. 

“I went to Gulfstream Park 
after Delaware closed in the fall 
of 1998, and Steve sent me a few 
horses,” said Tullock. “We also 
claimed a couple, and one of them 
turned out to be Sheldons Jet.” 

Sheldons Jet is perhaps the 
first horse who planted Tullock’s 
name in the minds of Mid- 
Atlantic horseplayers. A quirky 
daughter of Gold Meridian 
whom Tullock described as a 
“very peculiar mare,” she would 
often “freeze” on the track and 
in the barn, trying the patience 
of Tullock and his main exercise 
rider Tiffany Tagg. 

“I made Sheldons Jet my 
project,” he said, and she 
responded to Tullock’s extra 
attention, winning the Lady’s 
Secret and Personal Ensign 
Stakes in 2000 at Monmouth 
Park, the former on Haskell 
Handicap-Gl day. 

Now 5, having won 12 races 
and $291,055, Sheldons Jet will 
be retired at the end of the year 
and bred to Forestry. 

If Sheldons Jet was the horse 
who made Tullock known region¬ 
ally, it was Buster’s Daydream 
who has thrust him into the 
national spotlight. 

Barberino, through his racing 
manager, former trainer Mike 
Mollica, began buying young 
horses at auction. He purchased 


Buster’s Daydream, a son of 
Housebuster—Daydream, by 
Believe It, for $38,000 at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale, and the chesmut colt has 
won four of six races this year 
and $199,625, far exceeding his 
price tag. 

“As soon as he stepped off 
the van 1 knew he was a quality 
horse,” said Tullock. “He was 
well put together and smart. I 
liked him from the first day he 
galloped, and I really liked him 
after I worked him.” 

Buster’s Daydream had been 
sent to New Episode Training 
Center in Ocala, Fla., for his 
schooling, and upon arriving at 
Tullock’s barn early in 2001 he 
was ready for the first 2-year-old 
race that was written on April 5 
at Aqueduct. He finished fifth, 
but Tullock believes he didn’t 
handle the inner track. Wheeled 
back at Pimlico 20 days later, he 
broke his maiden as the favorite, 
covering the four and a half fur¬ 
longs in ;53.75. 

On June 8, Tullock shipped 
Buster’s Daydream to Belmont 
Park for the Flash Stakes, and 
despite being ignored by bettors 
at 21-1, he won by four and a 
half lengths and equaled the 
stakes record in covering five 
furlongs in ;56.93, giving Tullock 
his first New York stakes win. 

He followed that up with the 
Tremont Stakes on June 30, and 
then was sent off at 4-1 in the 


Sanford Stakes, winning by an 
impressive five and a half 
lengths while covering the six 
furlongs in 1:10.55. 

Tullock believes that because 
he’s based in Maryland, Buster’s 
Daydream didn’t command the 
kind of respect at the windows 
that he would have if he were 
stabled in New York. 

“It puzzled me, first of all, 
why the media didn’t make men¬ 
tion that Buster equaled the 
stakes record in the Flash, and 
second of all, why he wasn’t the 
favorite in the Sanford,” he said. 
“I understand that New Yorkers 
love their horses and their riders, 
but Buster was the most accom¬ 
plished horse in the field and was 
running against horses that had 
just broken their maidens. I have 
to say it bothered me a little bit.” 

After the Sanford, Tullock 
and Barberino decided to send 
Buster’s Daydream to Ellis Park 
for the $i 00,000 Ellis Park 
Juvenile, a seven-furlong test on 
August 18, thereby b)^assing the 
Grade 1 Hopeful Stakes later that 
month at Saratoga. When asked 
why they chose the EUis Park 
race, Tullock joked, “Because we 
were 1-9! Seriously, we were 
going to get seven furlongs 
before anyone else without hav¬ 
ing to gut it out, and he’d already 
run three hard races in a row.” 

Despite being the heavy' 
favorite, Buster’s Daydream fin¬ 


ished fourth. Tullock said he 
came out of the race a “very 
tired horse,” and the decision 
was made to shek'e him for the 
remainder of 2001. Tullock 
thinks Buster can eventually han¬ 
dle two turns, but he has no firm 
game plan for 2002, and said 
he’ll most likely bring him back 
at the Gulfstream meeting. 

While Tullock’s barn runs the 
gamut from young horses to 
older campaigners, he feels his 
strength is in developing 2-year- 
olds. Recently, he was hired to 
train several horses for a group 
called Circled Horse Racing 
Stable, which has a website (cir- 
cledhorse.com) that chronicles 
its experiences at the track. 

Tullock has developed a feed¬ 
ing method that’s different from 
most other horsemen—he feeds 
three times a day, with the last 
and biggest meal coming at 9 
p.m. “At that time, the barn is 
quiet and there’s no distrac¬ 
tions,” he said. “Plus, so many 
things can happen to a horse at 
night. If you feed your last meal 
at 4 p.m., for example, and don’t 
get to the barn again until 4:30 
a.m., that’s over 12 hours that 
your horses are unattended.” 

With Buster’s Daydream rest¬ 
ing for his 3-year-old campaign, 
and a host of other young horses 
on the brink of promising 
careers, the sky seems the limit 
for Tullock. ♦

GREEN WILLOW FARMS 
BRINGS IN SPEEDY 
APPEALING SKIER 



A ppealing Skier, a multiple 
graded stakes-winning 
sprinter and track record 
holder, has been moved to 
Green Willow Farms in West¬ 
minster, Md., for 2002. The 8- 
year-old stallion will stand for 
$3,500 live foal, payable Novem¬ 
ber 1 of year bred, as the prop¬ 
erty of a syndicate. 

The son of Baldski distin¬ 
guished himself as one of the 
nation’s finest sprinters during 
the mid-1990s. He demonstrated 
his class early by winning two 
stakes his juvenile season, 
including a romping six-length 
victory in the Laurel Futurity-G3 
at seven and a half furlongs. 

At 3, Appealing Skier set a 
new six-furlong track record at 
Turfway Park by taking the 
Kentucky Cup Sprint-G2 in 
LOSVs over Capote Belle and 
Delay of Game. He also scored 
in the Withers Stakes-G2 by four 
and a half lengths going a mile, 
and defeated Unbridled’s Song 
and Gold Fever in the seven-fur¬ 
long Hutcheson Stakes-G2. He 


finished second, beaten a nose 
by Wire Me Collect, in the Lafay¬ 
ette Stakes-G3 at Keeneland. 

In 11 starts at 4, Appealing 
Skier won or placed nine times. 
His victories included the Vir¬ 
ginia Is for Lovers Stakes, in 
which he recorded a new six-fur¬ 
long mark of 1:09% at Colonial 
Downs. His seven stakes-plac- 
ings that season included a sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 2 General 
George Handicap and a third in 
the Commonwealth Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2, both while car¬ 
rying top weight. 

Appealing Skier retired to 
stud in Florida after winning 
eight races—at seven different 
tracks—and placing ten times 
from 26 starts, with earnings of 
$579,610. 

With eight foals to race in his 
first crop. Appealing Skier has 
seven winners at six different 
tracks. Five broke their maiden 
their first time out, including 
Charming Skier, who won a 
maiden special at Tampa Bay on 
May 3, and four and a half¬ 


length Calder maiden special 
winner Chispiski. Appealing 
Skier’s leading earner is Knight 
Skier, winner of her only start, in 
maiden special weight company 
at Monmouth Park, on July 28. 

Jealous Appeal (by Valid Ap- 
pei) is the dam of Appealing 
Skier and four other stakes horses. 
Her richest runner is the recent¬ 
ly retired $666,220-earner Trippi 
(by End Sweep), who won half 
of his 14 starts, including the 
Grade 1 Vosburgh Stakes and 
four other graded races. 

Miss Jealski, a full sister to 
Appealing Skier, earned 
$651,795 with four stakes victo¬ 


ries and ten stakes-placings, 
three graded. 

Jealous Appeal is also the 
dam of current 2-year-old filly 
Jealous Forum (by Open 
Forum), winner of the My Dear 
Stakes and second in the 
Mazarine Breeders’ Cup Stakes- 
G1 and Ontario Debutante 
Stakes at Woodbine. She has 
earnings of $183,865 from five 
starts. 

Appealing Skier’s half-brother 
Jealous Crusader amassed 
$183,597 with seconds in two 
stakes, including the Grade 3 
Jersey Shore Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes.

S torm Cat’s allowance-win¬ 
ning son Catastrophe will 
stand his first season at 
Cynthia O’Bannon and John 
McKee’s Beau Ridge Farm in 
Bunker Hill, WVa., in 2002.

M illionaire Dare and Go, a 
multiple Grade 1 -winning 
son of Alydar, has been 
moved for 2002 to Dr. William J. 
Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane Farm in 
New Freedom, Pa. The 10-year- 
old stallion, who has two crops 
of racing age, previously stood 
at Vinery in Midway, Ky. 

A winner of $1,609,147 over 
four seasons in a career that 
began in France, Dare and Go 
won or placed in 19 of 22 starts. 
Five of his seven victories were 
in stakes and he placed in 11 
black-type races, all graded. How¬ 
ever, Dare and Go’s greatest tri¬ 
umph was viewed with disfavor 
by many racing fans. 

Sent out by Hall of Fame 
trainer Richard Mandella in the 
$1,000,000 Pacific Classic-Gl of 
1996, along with stablemate 
Siphon (Brz), Dare and Go 


surged to a three and a half- 
length victory over Cigar, snap¬ 
ping the reigning horse of the 
year’s 16-race winning streak and 
thwarting his attempt at a mod¬ 
ern-day record. Siphon (Brz), 
who had battled Cigar through 
the early running, finished third 
and millionaire Dramatic Gold 
was fourth. The final time for 
the mile and a quarter was 
l:59y5, two-fifths off of Del 
Mar’s track mark. 

Dare and Go produced qual¬ 
ity efforts long before the Pacific 
Classic. He raced on the turf at 2 
and 3, breaking his maiden at six 
and a half furlongs and winning 
the Prix Herod and Prix 
Matchem as a juvenile in France. 

Sent to the US. midway 
through his 3-year-old season. 
Dare and Go had three starts on 
this side of the Atlantic and fm- 




DEPUTY WARLOCK 
STANDS FIRST SEASON 
AT TEE-N-JAY 


T he Swales family of James- 
burg, N.J., has purchased 
stakes-winning Deputy' 
Warlock and will stand the 4- 
year-old at the family’s Tee-N- 
Jay Farm near Edison. Deputy 
Warlock’s stud fee is $3,500 live 
foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses, with special 
consideration to mares who foal 
in New Jersey. 

Deputy NXMock’s exploits at 
2 earned him a trip to the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl.

S ondra Bender’s hard-trying 
turf veteran La Reine’s 
Terms returned to the lime¬ 
light, nearly equaling Pimlico’s 
mile course record with his 
three-length triumph in the Bald 
Eagle Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
on September 8. 

It was the 6-year-old horse’s 
fourth career stakes win, but his 
first since 1999. 

La Reine’s Terms (by Private 
Terms) has a pedigree that 
extends far back within the Mid- 
Atlantic region. His dam La 
Reine Elaine (by King’s Bishop) 
came from a long line of accom¬ 
plished runners bred and raced 
by the late Anderson Fowler of 
Gladstone, N.J. Fowler cam¬ 


paigned La Reine Elaine (a mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner of $174,722) 
to win the Grade 3 Gallorette 
Handicap. 

Howard and Sondra Bender 
purchased La Reine Elaine late 
in her racing career and retired 
her to the broodmare ranks at 
Glade Valley Farms, the Fre¬ 
derick, Md., breeding establish¬ 
ment co-owned by the couple. 

La Reine Elaine produced 
seven named foals, including six 
winners and three stakes per¬ 
formers, before her death from 
foaling complications in 1996. 
Her other stakes achievers are 
Sunset Party, a 1994 Twilight 
Agenda colt who as a 5-year-old 
won the Fall Handicap at Moun¬ 


taineer Park, and stakes-placed 
Racing Prince. 

La Reine’s Terms gained 
prominence at 3, winning the 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes and 
Japan Racing Association Stakes 
(both at Laurel Park). The fol¬ 


lowing year he added Pimlico’s 
Charlie Eckman Mile. 

His latest stakes score pushed 
La Reine’s Terms’s career earn¬ 
ings to $286,576 from 27 career 
starts, and 15 wins or placings. 


PA-BRED ISHIGURU IS 
GRDUP WINNER IN 
IRELAND 


A 3-year-old Danzig colt 
named Ishiguru is the latest 
high-profile runner to rep¬ 
resent Elizabeth Moran’s elite 
Brushwood Stable of Malvern, 
Pa. 

Sold by Brushwood for 
$1,150,000 at the 1999 Keene- 
land July sale (the tenth highest- 
priced colt at that auction), Ishi¬ 
guru captured the Miller Flying 


Five Stakes-G3 at Leopards- 
town, Ireland, on September 8 
for his second stakes win in a 
row. He has made his career in 
Ireland and England for owner 
Susan Magnier and trainer Aidan 
O’Brien, who all along has 
praised his exceptional speed. 

In eight starts, Ishiguru has 
registered three wins and three 
seconds, finishing out of the 


money only twice. His two earli¬ 
er stakes accomplishments each 
came at the Curragh—a victory 
in the Belgrave Stakes on August 
25, and a close second to 
Repertory in the Richard H. 
Faught Memorial Stakes on July 
1. In between those two races, 
Ishiguru was defeated but not 
disgraced in the Group 1 July 
Cup, run July 12 at Newmarket. 
He finished seventh of 18 in the 
July Cup, beaten six and a half 
lengths by the winner Mozart. 

Ishiguru is out of the near¬ 
champion race mare Strategic 
Maneuv’^er ($414,340,1993 Spina¬ 
way S-Gl, Matron S-Gl, etc.). 
Moran purchased the daughter 
of Cryptoclearance for $800,000 


(carrying her first foal, by Dan¬ 
zig) at the 1995 Keeneland Nov¬ 
ember sale. 

Although Ishiguru is Stra¬ 
tegic Maneuver’s first winner 
(from her first three foals, all by 
Danzig), the mare has been an 
unqualified success for Moran, 
who has sold four of her off¬ 
spring as yearlings for a grand 
total of $3,050,000. Ishiguru’s 
half-sister by Storm Bird 
brought $700,000 (on a bid by 
The Thoroughbred Corp.) at 
this year’s Keeneland July sale. 
Still in residence at Brushwood, 
Strategic Maneuver has a wean¬ 
ling filly by Deputy Minister and 
is in foal for 2002 to Danzig.

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Looking back 

50 YEARS AGO 


I The Maryland Fall Sales 
reflected hearty demand for 
horses of all ages, with the over¬ 
all average, $1,106, being the 
highest in six years. The auction 
took place in four sessions over 
the course of two days, at two 
different sites. Racing stock was 
offered at Pimlico, and the others 
at Timonium. Average for 
broodmares nearly doubled in 
comparison to the previous year, 
with 60 head averaging $817. 
Seventy-three yearlings were sold 
for an average of $1,057, which 
amounted to a 27 percent rise. 


■ A legislative committee 
reportedly was looking into the 
circumstances under which Havre 
de Grace race track, in the north¬ 
ernmost part of Maryland, had 
been sold for development as a 
National Guard site. 

Little information had been 
offered to the public, according 
to Maryland Horse racing corre¬ 
spondent Don Reed, who com¬ 
mented: “There was no question 
about one thing, a lot of people 
in Harford County^ were pretty 
bitter about the sale, not only to 
the National Guard but about 


the original sale to Pimlico and 
Laurel, thus eliminating a major 
track from the county'. Their par¬ 
ticular complaint was that Havre 
de Grace had never had a losing 
year and they could not under¬ 
stand any reason for the sale in 
the first place.” 

■ Writer Joe H. Palmer urged 
voters in year-end polls to weigh 
the merits of Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s Bed o’ Roses as champion 
older female. Although she had 
won only two stakes that season, 
her losses had been due, for the 
most part, to her giving large 
amounts of weight to her rivals. 

Technicallv a California-bred, 
having been foaled in that state. 


Bed o’ Roses made her home at 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm in 
Glyndon, Md., and was “no 
more a Californian than her 
owner is an Englishman,” noted 
Palmer. 

Regarding the confusion that 
can sometimes originate from 
the rule stating that Thorough¬ 
breds are bred where they are 
foaled. Palmer wrote: “[V^ander- 
bilt] was, in point of fact, born in 
London.

■ Records shattered at the 37th 
annual Maryland Fall Sales, in 
which 320 horses sold for an 
average of $2,470 and gross of 
$790,300. It was the first time the 
average for this sale topped the 
$2,000 mark. Thirteen horses 
sold for $10,000 or more, mark¬ 
ing another breakthrough. 

■ Youth, owned and bred by 
Nelson Bunker Hunt and trained 
by Maurice Zilber, became the 
first (and, ultimately, the only) 
Maryland-bred to win the Wash¬ 
ington, DC., International. 

The International star, a son 
of Ack Ack, had only minimal 
ties with Maryland—he was 
foaled at Wind fields Farm when 
his dam was sent for breeding to 
Northern Dancer, and he had 
done most of his racing in 
France. But his world-class con¬ 


nections served to illustrate the 
stature of Laurel race course’s 
marquee event conceived 25 
years earlier by track owner John 
D. Schapiro. 

■ James P. Ryan and his wife 
Eleanor, having purchased the 
$30,000 sales topper at the 1976 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, were 
aiming to develop their 300-acre 
RyehiU Farm in Mt. Airy, Md., 
into a major Thoroughbred 
nursery. 

“Right now our goal is only 
one thing—to upgrade the quali¬ 
ty^ of our horses,” said the man 
who would within the next sever¬ 
al years breed and race two 
champions (Heavenly Cause and 
Smart Angle) and Belmont 
Stakes winner Caveat. 

■ E.P Taylor’s Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City, Md., expand¬ 


ed with the purchase of a 115- 
acre portion of Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont’s neighboring Wood- 
stock Farm. Mrs. duPont had 
used this property', known as 
Northview, to house a small 
commercial stallion operation. 
With the sale of the property^. 


Woodstock would revert to a 
totally private establishment, but 
the syndicated stallions King 
Emperor, King’s Bishop and 
T. V. Commercial would remain 
at Northview under the Wind- 
fields banner. 


10 YEARS 
AGO 


■ The average rose 20 percent 
(to $13,535) at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Fall Selected Yearling 
sale, which was described as 
Maryland’s strongest yearling 
auction in recent memory. 

There were 80 horses sold, 
for a gross of $1,082,800. 

■ The Breeders’ Cup Steeple¬ 
chase at Fair Hill showcased a 
brilliant victory by British invad¬ 
er Morley Street (Ire), who won 
the race for the second year in a 
row, this one in course-record 
time. Under jockey Jimmy Frost, 
Morley Street covered the two 
and five-eighths miles in 5:10^5, 
while scoring by ten lengths. 

A 7-year-old gelding by the 
famed Irish National Hunt sire 
Deep Run, Morley Street cam¬ 
paigned for Michael Jackson, 
proprietor of a paper company 
in Kent, England. Jackson 
named the horse for the street in 
London where one of his offices 
was located. 

■ Former Pimlico owner Ben 
Cohen was still cooling it at age 
91. He and his wife Zelda had 


sent out their colt Coolin It to 
win the Maryland Million Nur¬ 
sery. But the unflappable Mr. 
Ben refused to get caught up in 
hoopla. “Too much excitement 
will kill anybody. I believe in 
quiet living. . . That’s how I’ve 
stretched it out,” he said. 

I The Casey family rolled out in 
force for the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics. John A. Casey 
quashed his father James W. 
Casey’s bid for a third consecu¬ 
tive victory in the Classics’ main 
event, sending out 3-year-old 
Nice Mnit to defeat two-time 
Classic hero Taylor Mountain. 

Meanwhile, John Casey’s up- 
and-coming Coin Collector 
added to his resume with an 
odds-on score in the juvenile 
race on the Classics program. 

■ September, 1991, was particu¬ 
larly rewarding for Pennsylvania 
horseman George Strawbridge, 
who celebrated victories by 
homebreds Turgeon and Selkirk 
in the Irish St. Leger-Gl and 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes-Gl, 
respectively. 

■ Atlantic City' posted substan¬ 
tial gains in both handle and 
attendance for its 1991 meeting, 
described by track president Jim 
Murphy as “an unqualified suc¬ 
cess.”

Elberton paid $11.20 as the 
fourth betting choice and 
stopped the timer in new 
course record time of :56.11

Elberton, who had never 
before competed in a stakes, is 
named for the farm—Elberton 
Hill—in Darlington, Md., 
where the Hopkins family 
boards and raises horses. The 
Hopkins farm also is home to 
Elberton's sire Perfecting, a 
son of Affirmed who has sired 
a high percentage of winners 
from starters among his small 
crops of foals. 

The Hopkinses acquired 
Elberton's dam Masked Barb 


(by Masked Dancer) in 1992 in 
lieu of an unpaid board bill. 
One of Maryland's top female 
campaigners of the 1980s, 
Masked Barb won five stakes 
and was Grade 2-placed, earn¬ 
ing $293,957. Although Elber¬ 
ton is the mare's first stakes 
winner, the Hopkinses also 
had remarkable success with 
Elberton's full brother Broth¬ 
er's Angel, who finished sec¬ 
ond in the 1998 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Turf and earned $146,545. 
Masked Barb died in 2000 of 
complications of old age.

Top Newjersey-breds the 
Kansas native has bred and 
raced include Futurity winners 
Said Enough, Forever Pals and 
Always Pals. The latter two fillies 
are full sisters by Polish 
Numbers out of the Foolish

“Those were nice fillies,” 

Reese remarked, “and we found 
a wonderful nick. It is part of my husband Walter’s 
and my philosophy about breeding creditable mares 
to well-bred stallions. At least you give yourself the 
opportunity of producing capable foals.” 

Cynthia and Walter Reese own and operate 
Timber Creek Farm, a 60-acre spread in Upper 
Freehold Township about five miles from Allentown, 
N.J., in the center of New Jersey s premier breeding 
region.

number of their small breeders adversely. 

“New Jersey’s restricted program has always been 
beneficial to everyone. Sure the number of days is 
down, but the entire scenario has changed. I think 
we are very lucky in New Jersey to have all our 
restricted races still in place.” 

Cynthia Reese is part of a small group of mid¬ 
level New Jersey breeders who have remained resolute 
in their beliefs and support of their state-bred 
program. She is particularly supportive of the 
recently announced stallion Numerous (see story on 
page 1) and hopes that more creditable stallions will 
follow him into New Jersey. 

“When that happens,” she said, “New Jersey will 
again be considered a prime breeding state. It’s what 
we all want.”

T here is no place w'here the 

horse is more revered than in 
Kentucky. Anyone who has 
driven through Lexington and 
its surroundings cannot help but be 
taken aback by its natural beauty and 
peacefulness. It is there that the most 
prestigious Thoroughbred farms are 
located. 

While Kentucky is truly a great venue 
in which to raise Thoroughbreds, it is 
not the only place. New Jersey is a place 
where excellent horses are foaled each 
year, but this state seemingly receives little credit. 
Horses of recent success such as Belong to Me, Jersey 
Girl and Sewickley were all bom in the Garden State. 

The stories surrounding each of these horses 
deserve consideration. 


Belong to Me, a foal of 1989 by 
Danzig—Belonging, by Exclusive Native, 
was a multiple Grade 3 winner with 
victories in the Boojum Handicap and 
Best Turn Stakes to his credit. He 
recorded seven wins in 16 starts and 
retired with earnings of $261,166. In 
1992, the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of New Jersey honored 
Belong to Me as this state’s champion 
sprinter. 

Belonging, who earned $148,490, 
has produced 11 foals, with Belong to 
Me being her best to date. Belonging is out of the 
Hail to Reason mare Straight Deal who earned 
$733,020 and was the nation’s champion older 
female. Stakes winners Adored, Reminiscing, 
Commemorate, Premiership, Desiree,

As a sire, Belong to Me has truly excelled. From 
his first three crops, he has sired 25 stakes horses 
and each of his crops includes a Grade 1 winner. 

Belong to Me’s first Grade 1 winner is the 1998 
New Jersey-bred horse of the year Jersey Girl. Out of 
the Valid Appeal mare Miss Bold Appeal, Jersey Girl 
was a multiple Grade 1 winner of $571,137, with 
victories in the Mother Goose, Test and Acorn 
Stakes. Jersey Girl ended her career with nine wins 
and a second from 11 starts. 

Sewickley (1985, Star de Naskra-Surgery, by Dr. 
Fager) was a multiple Grade 1 winner of $1,017,517. 
In 32 starts, Sewickley registered 11 wins, nine 
seconds, and four thirds. He won the Vosburgh 
Stakes-G 1 twice and also had victories in the Tom 
Fool Stakes-G2 and Fall Highweight Handicap-G2. 
He was honored by the TBANJ as NJ-bred horse of 
the year in 1990. Sewickley is a half-brother to stakes 


winners Left Court and Shared Interest, the latter a 
Grade 1 winner who in turn has produced Grade 1 
winners Forestry and 1999 Breeders Cup Juvenile 
Fillies Stakes-G 1 winner Cash Run. Sewickley is from 
the immediate female family of Mr. Prospector, as 
the sire of sires appears under Sewickle/s fourth 
dam Sequence. 

If racing enthusiasts were asked to name the top 
five states in which to raise Thoroughbreds, would 
New Jersey be on that list? Probably not. 

Belong to Me, Jersey Girl and Sewickley are just a 
few examples of graded stakes winners who were 
foaled here in New Jersey. Increased purses and the 
rejuvenation of the New Jersey-bred racing program 
will propel the TBANJ into the national spotlight 
and the entire country will again take notice that it is 
possible to raise a great horse in New Jersey. There is 
no better time than the present to get involved with 
Newjersey-breds.

On October 6, Tom Ridge headed 
to Washington, D.C., to assume a neW' 
ly created post in President Bush’s cabi' 
net dealing with antiterrorism on the 
domestic front. Succeeding him as gov¬ 
ernor is Mark Schweiker, who has 
served six-plus uneventful years as 
Ridge’s stand-in, and to the time of 
Ridge’s recent appointment had pub¬ 
licly proclaimed no interest in making a 
run for the top spot a year from now. 
But will the taste of Schweiker’s new 
position change his mind? 

After a week of speculation, Schweiker 
affirmed his earlier decision to return to 
Bucks County with his family and re¬ 
sume a life out of the public spotlight. 
This surprised many insiders, who be¬ 
lieved the power of the office and the 
pressing times would allow him to ratio¬ 
nalize to the Republican Party a change 
of mind. Schweiker has also confirmed 
there will be no major policy changes 
from those of Ridge, once his adminis¬ 
tration takes control. He will concen¬ 
trate on dealing with the issues at hand, 
and his decisions will be minimally af¬ 
fected by the politics of re-election. 

Within a few days of his swearing-in 
ceremony, reporters were asking 
Schweiker his views on slot machines at 
the state’s tracks, as momentum for this 
seems to be gathering. He clearly stated 
his were no different than Ridge’s— 
that he would stand behind Ridge’s ear¬ 
lier position to call for a statewide refer¬ 
endum on the matter before he could 
consider any formal legislation. 

Taking these remarks at face value 
would seem to close the door on any op¬ 
portunity our industry may have envi¬ 
sioned for a late fall run at a slots bill.

Anne Thorington has maintained a 
high-class commercial breeding opera¬ 
tion in this state for 30 years. In the 
name of her Maple Leaf Farm, now lo¬ 
cated in East Fallowfield (between 
Unionville and Coatesville), she has 
bred graded/group stakes winners, con¬ 
signed a filly sales-topper at Saratoga, 
and back in 1983 sold a mare, in foal to 
Northern Dancer, for $2 million. 


Most of all, Thorington loves those 
sleep-deprived nights, with nary a flick¬ 
er of limelight, when she kneels in the 
straw in her own bam and greets a still- 
wet newborn. “That’s the thing that 
makes me proudest,” said Thorington, a 
hands-on horseperson in what may be 
the purest sense of the words. “1 deliver 
my own foals, myself.”

Thorington’s devotion to her role as 
nurse/midwife means that virtually 
every horse ever bred hy Maple Leaf is 
stamped with the PA-bred label. 

Thorington’s involvement with race 
horses began in 1972, when she inherit' 
ed several of them from her father Gra^ 
ham French. A Philadelphia attorney 
and executive with the Smith, Kline 
and French pharmaceutical company, 
French had developed a “new lease on 
life” when he retired in the 1960s and 
put together a small stable of quality 
runners trained by Larry Jennings Sr. 

Now it was Thorington’s turn. She 
bought a farm (also operated as Maple 
Leaf) in Malvern and sought the advice 
of local horsepeople, among them the 
late Marshall jenney, who arranged a 
deal that would help put Maple Leaf 
Farm on the map. 

Upon jenney’s suggestion, Thoring' 
ton bought a Grade 1'producing mare, 
Populi, for $430,000 (in foal to Stop the 
Music) at the 1981 Keeneland Noveiri' 
her sale. Two years later, Thorington 
invested $500,000 in a no'guarantee 
service to Northern Dancer, and resold 
Populi in foal at Keeneland for a cool $2 
million. 

The deal was not as lucrative as it 
might appear, said Thorington, due to 
the high cost of the insurance to replace 
the live foal guarantee. Still, Populi’s 
sojourn at Maple Leaf would have long' 
lasting effects. The mare prcxiuced only 
one foal for Thorington, her 1982 Stop 
the Music filly Popular Tune, who won 
or placed in three PA-hred stakes, earn' 
ing $54,428. 


From Popular Tune, Thorington has 
bred two stakes winners, including the 
current 3'year'old colt Top Hit, a 
$25,000 Keeneland September yearling 
who ranks among the best runners prO' 
duced at Maple Leaf. Top Hit (by 
Twining) captured the Grade 3 Okla' 
homa Derby in August for his third ca' 
reer stakes win, and has earnings of 
$329,452. 

Popular Tune, still a member of the 
Maple Leaf broodmare band, did not 
have a foal in 2000 or ’01, but is in foal 
for 2002 to Gold Fever (a son of Forty 
Niner, as is Twining). 

Other standouts include Patricia, a 
1988 Assert (Ire) filly whom Maple Leaf 
sold at Keeneland September for $20,000. 
Racing at 3 in England, Ireland and 
France, Patricia distinguished herself in 
all three countries, winning the Prix de 
Pomone'G2, Lancashire Oaks'G3 and 
A F Budge Park Hill StakeS'G3, and 
finishing second in the Jefferson Smurfit 
Memorial St. Leger'Gl. 

Thorington is thrilled when her 
horses go on to race successfully for oth' 
er people, she said. “The money doesn’t 
matter—it’s the fact that you’ve bred a 
good horse. Watching them run, I feel 
like they’re mine.” 

Of course, some horses are easier to 
part with than others. Thorington con' 
signed a daughter of A.P. Indy to the 
1995 Saratoga Yearling sale and added 
her name to the record book as the filly, 
subsequently named All the Moves, 
brought $430,000, the highest price for 
a filly, and second highest overall, at 


that admittedly low ebb in Saratoga sales 
history. 

All the Moves would win the 1998 
Pistol Packer Handicap, and place in two 
other stakes. She was one of three stakes 
performers Thorington bred from the 
Naskra mare Naskra’s Return. “I’ve had 
some real successes, and some heart' 
breaks,” said Thorington. “Probably the 
worst was losing Naskra’s Return; she was 
only 12 when she died [in 1998].” 

Maple Leaf, which has occupied the 
97'acre property in East Fallowfield since 
1995, typically has eight to ten brood' 
mares. The most prized among them right 
now is Mingling Glances, a 1994 daugh' 
ter of Woodman — Last Glance, by Storm 
Bird. Purchased by Thorington for 
$350,000 from the Kluge dispersal at the 
2000 Keeneland November sale. Min' 
gling Glances was a multiple stakes win' 
ner and multiple graded/group'placed 
earner of $395,215. She is carrying her 
first foal, by Red Ransom. 

“I’m hoping she’ll be a foundation 
mare,” said Thorington, explaining that 
she intends to keep, and race, some of 
Mingling Glances’s offspring. “I love to 
have foals race and do well and then 
come back as broodmares.” 

Foals scheduled to arrive at Maple 
Leaf in 2002 represent both regional and 
Kentucky sires. In addition to the afore' 
mentioned Gold Fever and Red Ransom, 
the list includes Allen’s Prospect, Belong 
to Me, Crypto Star, Dixie Union and 
Polish Numbers. Thorington does not 
own shares in any stallions. 

Thorington’s farm is carefully tended, 
with six full or part'time employees, and 
her daughter Nancy attending to much of 
the paperwork. Thorington, who is di' 
vorced, has four grown children, another 
of whom — her son Jim — is also in the 
horse business, developing foxhunters at 
his The Other Side farm near Radnor. 

In addition to her racing interests, 
Thorington is hooked on competitive 
driving (carriages, that is!). Her ad' 
vanced pairs have represented the U.S. in 
international competition in Europe four 
times, with noted driver Lisa Singer at 
the reins. Thorington drives in singles 
competition, although not at a top level. 

“You’ve got to love horses to be in the 
horse business,” noted Thorington. “I do 
it because I love it.”

Tom Reigle has announced the ar¬ 
rival of Judge T C (by Judge Smells) at 
his Reigle Heir Farms in Grantville. 
The 10-year-old stallion is another 
Kentucky expatriate who figures to 
shine in the Pennsylvania market. On 
September 22, his Lady Shari was first 
in the $275,000 Mazarine Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-Gl at Woodbine, and his The 
Judge Sez Who was second in the 
$100,000 Foolish Pleasure Stakes at 
Calder. Both those runners are juve¬ 
niles, and helped push Judge T C to sec¬ 
ond on the nation’s list of leading sires 
of 2-year-olds in 2001.

Betty’s Hat, winner of the Ambas¬ 
sador of Luck Handicap at Philadelphia 
Park on Labor Day, came right back to 
the winner’s circle at Belmont Park on 
September 26 with an easy win at odds 
of 1-2. A 5-year-old daughter of Harry 
the Hat, Betty’s Hat has now won nine 
of 22 starts, two stakes, and has earned 
$238,368.

Top PA-hred 2-year-old thus far ap¬ 
pears to be Final Table (by Allen’s 
Prospect; bred by Barbara Brown), win¬ 
ner of the $50,000 Comet Stakes at the 
Meadowlands. Following a wire-to-wire 
maiden score at Saratoga, the $75,000 
Ocala sales 2-year-old never looked 
hack in the Comet, getting six furlongs 
in 1 :09% in frontrunning fashion. 

Of the juvenile fillies, it looks like 
Treasure Coast Gem (Mutakddim; North 
Highland Farm) is at the head of the 
class. Coming off a seven and a half- 
length maiden win at Timonium, she 
breezed to a seven and a quarter-length 
win in the $75,000 Blue Hen Stakes at 
Delaware on September 15. 


December 1997: Philadelphia Park’s 
22nd running of the Pennsylvania Futu¬ 
rity brought together a field of 13 home¬ 
grown 2-year-olds. In some of the earlier 
editions, the Futurity had been a cavalry 
charge of green maidens, all enjoying 
their 15 minutes of fame, running for 
their one big purse before finding a level 
more suitable to their abilities. 

But the 1997 edition was different. 
Really different. To date, the 13 runners 
have made a collective 527 starts, won 
109 races—including 29 victories in 
stakes races—and earned $3,405,779. 

This was the best field ever assem¬ 
bled for a PA-bred race! Julie Krone, 
Michael McCarthy, Jeff Lloyd and 
Mario Verge were in for the day to ride. 
And a blanket finish of seven horses at 
the wire further attested to the depth. 
Here’s how it went, and where they 
went from there. 

First. B Flat Major (by Private 
Terms). Bred by Truman Welling, this 
$100,000 yearling finished fastest of all 
for all the money. He has now won 13 
races, $417,585, including the inaugural 
running of the $125,000 Claiming 
Crown Jewel and the Shecky Greene 
and Iroquois Handicaps. 

Second. Documento (Whiz Along). 
A Charles and Luisita Cuprill home¬ 
bred, he led all the way until faltering in 
the final few strides. Early in his 3-year- 


old year, he finished first but was dis¬ 
qualified in the Liberty Bell Stakes, 
then came hack with a win in the 
Lyphard Stakes. He is a winner of 11 
races, and has earned $200,100. 

Third. With Anticipation (Re^ 
launch). A supplemental nominee and 
7'10 betting favorite, the George Straw- 
bridge homebred was wide most of the 
trip and had nothing left at the end. 
This summer he won two consecutive 
Grade 1 turf races and finished first in 
another, only to he disqualified to sec¬ 
ond. Currently North America’s lead¬ 
ing grass horse, he has won 12 of 34 
starts and earned $1,133,504. 

Fourth. True Silver (Silver Buck). 
Owner/trainer/breeder Don Saville 
brought his colt in fresh from a two- 
length victory in the Admiral’s Image 
Stakes, but the heavy traffic in the deep 
stretch prevented him from finishing on 
the board. Later, he would win the 
West Virginia Governors and Capital 
City Handicaps. He shows five wins and 
earnings of $178,682. 

Fifth. Carried Away (Well Decorat¬ 
ed). Dr. Steve Morrone’s homebred had 
a pair of wins and two seconds in four 
starts, and was second choice in the wa¬ 
gering. He had little left in the final 
stages after pressing all the early pace. 
He has won seven races, including the 
continued next page 
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Captain My Captain Stakes, and has 
been stakes-placed on six occasions 
while earning $209,691. 

Sixth. Pal Joey (Gilded Time). The 
Futurity was this Val McNeely^bred’s 
eighth start. He broke poorly, raced 
wide most of the way, and couldn’t get 
close through traffic in the lane. He has 
gone on to win the Worthington Stakes 


and the Legal Justice, and shows 12 
wins and earnings of $359,149. 

Seventh. Power by Far (Power of 
Mind). For a horse who would win 15 of 
32 lifetime starts, ten of them stakes, 
and have nine more seconds and thirds, 
and earn $544,335, the Futurity was his 
only bad race, when he faded slightly in 
the late running after getting into posi- 
tion on the turn. 

Eighth. Luisita’s Choice (Sports 
View). After breaking his maiden hy 


six, two second'place finishes in stakes, 
and a win in the PA^THA juvenile, he 
may have been over the top. A rare run^ 
ner for the Cuprills who was not a 
homebred, he went on to win 14 races 
and earn $152,173. 

Of the others. Foggy Bottom Phil 
(Linkage) may have been better then 
all of them, having run third twice, then 
won two straight while looking like any 
kind before breaking down in the FutU' 
rity and never running again.

A lthough he is new to the Vir¬ 
ginia Thoroughbred Associ¬ 
ation’s board of directors, Donald 
Schmidt of Spotsylvania, Va., has 
already begun to make an impact. 

In addition to his enthusiasm 
for the state and this industry, 
Don offers a highly professional 
approach to developing the asso¬ 
ciation and its programs, particu¬ 
larly the membership program. 

Don’s strong business and 
leadership skills were forged 
through years of experience in 
the business and military worlds. 
He served as president of D & B 
Corporation Japan, a subsidiary 
of the Dun and Bradstreet 
Corporation, and in the U. S. 


Army in the 1st Cavalry Air¬ 
mobile Division in Vietnam, 
receiving numerous military 
honors, including the Bronze 
Star for meritorious service. 

It was in 1997 that Don 
established DLS Thoroughbreds 
Inc. In his typical fashion, Don 
became a serious student of the 
industry, quickly becoming 
knowledgeable in all aspects of 
the business. 

“I came to Virginia because I 
loved the state — and because I 
saw the opening of Colonial 
Downs as a great opportunity for 
all of us who love Thoroughbred 
racing. For that reason, I have 
supported Colonial Downs since 
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its first meet. Without the sup¬ 
port of all of us Thoroughbred 
fans and horsemen working 
together, parimutuel racing sim¬ 
ply will not survive, let alone 
thrive, in our state,” he says. 

Don’s commitment to the 
Virginia Thoroughbred industry 
led him to the VTA. Aware that 
the association has served as the 
leading voice for the industry 
since its founding in 1941, Don 
saw the organization as the per¬ 
fect vehicle through which he 
could help to solve problems that 
faceVirginia breeding and racing. 
It is one of Don’s strong beliefs 
that, in order to answer many of 
the challenges facing the indus¬ 
try, the VTA must have a strong 
political voice — a voice that can 
only be achieved through a 
strong, informed and unified 
membership. To that end, Don 
volunteered to spearhead the 
association’s annual membership 
drive as his first project. 

“My goal is to see the VTA 
membership double to 1,000 
members and I would like to see 
a dramatic increase in the num¬ 
ber of businesses that support the 
VTA through corporate level 
memberships,” says Don. 

Don launched the project by 
calling both current and former 
members and soliciting their 
comments and suggestions 
regarding the association and its 
services as well as their feelings 
regarding the general state of 
Virginia breeding and racing. 

While Don is beginning his 
project with individual phone 
calls, his vision is more encom¬ 
passing. He would like to see a 
questionnaire mailed to all cur¬ 
rent VTA members to create a 
“profile” of the VTA member¬ 
ship. Don believes that such a 
questionnaire would be invalu¬ 
able. First, it would help the asso¬ 
ciation become more attuned to 
its members’ needs and identify 


services that would benefit the 
members on a day-to-day basis. 
Findings could be used to develop 
services to complement existing 
ones. Don feels strongly that the 
association has an obligation to do 
all it can to help its members 
achieve success in the industry. 

“I have a great deal of respect 
for the many dedicated horse¬ 
men, horse breeders and farmers 
who depend on this industry for 
their livelihood,” he says. 
“Nobody works harder.” Don 
also believes that the VTA would 
benefit from improved services to 
its members through increased 
membership—in Don’s opinion, 
satisfied customers create the best 
advertising. 

The second way in which the 
questionnaire would be helpful 
would be in offering a clearer 
view of the membership’s vision 
of the industry and the ways in 
which members feel it should 
grow and develop. 

According to Don, “Even 
though we may have different 
ways to get there, all of us as 
Virginia breeders and horsemen 
basically want the same thing — a 
strong industry. We need input 
from all of our members to forge 
a clear mission statement and 
position for the VTA that can be 
articulated to our membership, 
horse enthusiasts in general and 
the legislature in particular.” 

Don envisions the results of 
his proposed questionnaire being 
developed into a statement that 
can be delivered to legislators. “1 
would like to see visits made to 
each and every legislator — a 
chance to sit down with our pol¬ 
icy and law makers, present the 
vision of the Virginia breeders 
and horsemen, explain to them 
the importance of our industry 
to the state in terms of history, 
economics, environment and 
lifestyle.”

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Peacomb Hen 
beats the odds 


WVBC preps 
produce 
first-time 
stakes winners 

A uditions for West Virginia 
Breeders Classics XV were 
held in the weeks leading 
to the state's richest day of 
racing. Six horses assumed lead roles 
by winning the $25,000-added 
Breeders Classics prep races that 
preceded the October 13 main 
event. 

Taylor Mountain Farm's Past 
Tence, Kenneth Pitta's Sweet 
Annuity and John Baffa's 
Turbotaxman posted wire-to-wire 
victories in their respective divisions 
on September 15 at Charles Town. 

The following Saturday, Taylor 
Mountain Farm's In Defiance, 
Willowdale Farms Ltd.'s Third 
Prospect and Henry Schneider's 
Adam's Tribe recorded their first 
stakes triumphs. 

Past Tence ($4) opened a seven- 
length lead in the first half-mile of the 
Millard Harrell Stakes en route to a 
length and a half victory over 4-5 
favorite Parisian Lord. Past Tence 
covered seven furlongs in 1:27.55, 
two seconds slower than he traveled 
in the Bob Leavitt Memorial two 
weeks prior, but a repeat victory 
nonetheless. 

"He dug in when he had to," said 
jockey Mike Pindell. 

Sweet Annuity surpassed $100,000 
in lifetime earnings with a length 
victory In the Roger Van Hoozer 
Memorial for fillies and mares, 3 and 
up. 


T rainer Charles (Scoobie) 

Schneider thought he had seen 
Peacomb Hen's last race 18 
months ago. His only hope was 
that the 6-year-old West Virginia- 
bred mare would win the race 
against time. 

Peacomb Hen was diagnosed 
with colitis x, a disease that affects 
the gastrointestinal system, in March 
2000. She was on intravenous fluids 
for five days, lost 300 pounds and 
was given a 15 percent chance to 
live. "I stayed up with her all night at 
the barn," said Schnieder. "At that 
point, her racing career was an 
afterthought." 

The thought process changed as 
Peacomb Hen progressed toward a 
full recovery. Schneider and owner 
Gene James were so encouraged 
by her turnaround that they put her 
back into training in the summer. 
Peacomb Hen was well beaten in 
her return to the races in August 
2000, but she easily won a $3,500 
claiming race in her next start just 
over a month later. More success 
followed as Peacomb Hen 
produced five wins, two seconds 
and four thirds in her first year of 
recovery to approach $100,000 in 
lifetime earnings. 

"Every win, every race is special 
after what she went through," said 
Schneider. 

Schneider said it took him two 
years to figure out what made 
Peacomb Hen tick. He claimed the 
daughter of Glide—Chicken 
Chateau for $10,000 in August 1998, 


but only coaxed one win out of her 
before she was entered in a $2,500 
claiming race in March 2000. 

"When I ran her for $2,500, she 
had me beat mentally," said 
Schneider. 

The trainer prescribed new 
medication and a new training 
regimen for Peacomb Hen's fall 
comeback. Unlike every other horse 
in the barn, Peacomb Hen worked 
out the day before each race. The 
blinkers she raced with early in her 
career were removed and the 
jockeys on her back were instructed 
to change tactics and race from off 
the pace. 

"I probably got her figured out 
last fall," said Schneider. "Everything 
has to be just right for her. You can't 
work on her too much between 
races because she gets all nervous 
and tied up." 

The plan worked, and Peacomb 
Hen's versatility became the 
trademark of her success. She 
proved as effective running six and 
a half or seven furlongs as she did 
one mile and one-sixteenth. In the 
last year, she finished in the money 
In 11 of 17 starts. Few can rival her 
lO-for-38 record at Charles Town. 

"That's the great thing about her: 
you can use her to go to the front or 
come from out of it," said Schneider. 
"She can handle any distance, too. 
She probably can win at four and a 
half furlongs or a mile and a quarter. 
Right now, she's as good as she's 
been."

Classics preps continued 

Frankie Martinez was aboard for 
Sweet Annuity's third stakes victory 
at seven furlongs. Longfield Star 
rallied three-wide on the final turn 
but ran out of ground as she 
trimmed a three-length deficit late. 

Turbotaxman followed suit with an 
eight and a half-length romp in the 
Robert R. Hilton Memorial. Jockey 
Chris Martin slowed the pace 
aboard the 7-5 favorite through a 
:48.65 opening half-mile. Then 
Turbotaxman turned on the jets, 
leaving defending Breeders Classic 
champion Coolmars in his dust as he 
crossed the finish line in 1:26.75. In 
Front by Two was third and 
Rebellious Dreamer, a seven-time 
stakes winner at Charles Town, 
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finished fourth in the seven-furlong 
race for 3-year-olds and up. 

Beset by three consecutive 
runner-up finishes, jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger gained a measure of 
revenge when he guided In 
Defiance to a six and a quarter- 
length romp In the Ruth C. Funk- 
houser Stakes for 3-year-old fillies. In 
Defiance, the 2-5 favorite, made a 
bold four-wide move on the back- 
stretch and reported home in 1:28.21. 
Sweet Music rallied from last to finish 
second in the seven-furlong test. 

Third Prospect ($10.40) broke her 
maiden in the four and a half¬ 
furlong Golden Gull, named after 
the first-ever Breeders Classics 
winner. Third Prospect dueled inside 
of Whatacon through an opening 


quarter-mile In :22.51, edged clear 
on the turn and held that rival safe 
for a two-length win under Salomon 
Salguero. Scalped Ticket, the 3-5 
favorite in the field of ten 2-year-old 
fillies, had a rough trip and finished 
fourth. 

In perhaps the best of the prep 
races, Adams Tribe ($10.60) 
overcame a wide trip and drove 
past stubborn pacesetter Tori's 
Thunder in the closing yards to win 
the Dr. Ernest Benner Stakes. Adams 
Tribe covered six and a half furlongs 
in 1:21.09 to win by one and a 
quarter lengths and give sire My Boy 
Adam his second winner on the 
card. Larry Reynolds rode Adams 
Tribe for the first time after the 2- 
year-old lost in his first two starts by 
eight lengths and a neck.
